By the decision of the full bench of 
the Supreme Court, sent down this 
week, and after successive vo r dkL.- 
In three lower courts In favor of the 
people. Crystal Lake Is declared lo 
be a "great pond” and the claim of 
the local ice company at Newton Cen¬ 
tre to exclusive privileges thereon Is 
proved unfounded. THIb case has been 
in the state courts for years, being 
instigated by a committee of Newton 
Centre gentlemen consisting of Judge 
R. R. Bishop. Hon. J. R. Leeson, D. 
H. Andrews and others and has been 
handled by Mr. William M. Noble. 
We understand that this decision 
does not prevent the ice company 
from cutting Ice, but simply means 
that they have only the same rights 
in the pond as any other person who 
has access to it. and that they have 
no right to forbid skating and the 
like. The decision is as follows: 

Attorney General vs. Ellis. 
Sheldon, J. 

This information was filed by ihe 
Attorney General at the relailon of 
the Board of Harbor ami Land Com¬ 
missioners. to restrain the defendant 
from making encroachments into a 
pond In Newton Centre, called WIs- 
well’s Pond. Crystal Lake, and by 
other names, claimed by the plaintiff 
to be a great pond and subject to the 
provisions of St. 1888. c. 318. now em¬ 
bodied in R. L. c. 96. The defendant 
contended that the pond was not sub¬ 
ject to the provisions of this statute, 
ou the ground that the pond had been 
granted in 1634 to John Haynes by 
the Court of Assistants, and having 
been thus appropriated to a private 
person before the ordinance of 1647. 
was private property and was within 
the exception stated in that ordinance 
and in the St. of 1888. c. 318. Sec. 1, 
and R. L. c. 96. Sec. 27. 

The Master to whom the case was ' 
referred has found that Wiswell's 
Pond is a great pond, covering in its 
natural state more than twenty acres 
of land. The defendant owns a parcel 
of land bounded on the pond, upon 
which he was and is carrying ou an 
ice business. He bad filled the land 
and made encroachments upon wat¬ 
ers of the pond below its high-water 
mark, such as io interfere with the 
use of the waters and the soil of the 
pond in that locality. He had received 
no authority to do this front the gen¬ 
eral court or from the Board of Har¬ 
bor and Land Commissioners: it was 
not done in a manner sanctioned by 
or under any license from that board. 
He had not in himself, either under 
the Haynes grant or otherwise, any 
title to the waters of the pond or any 
right of control over them. He had 
not acquired any adverse tight to cut 
ice in the pond, or any other adverse 
lights. 

As to title to the pond, the Master 
found and reported that at the Court 
ot Assistants held in Boston April 1. 
1634. a valid gram of a thousand acres 
oi land and of this pond was made to 
John Haynes, and that there had been 
no forfeiture of this grant. There was 
evidence that the pond had been used 
for at least sixty years for boating, 
bathing and fishing, and the cutting 
of ice by any one who cared to do so: 
and that no claim had been made by 
any one. either representing the 
Haynes interest or any one else, to 
control the same: that at different 
times some bath-houses had been put 
upon the shore, and that at one time, 
when there was a drought, some at¬ 
tempt was made to ttso this water, 
and that the water had been used 
otherwise for baptismal purposes. In 
18SS the City of Newton appropriated 
the sum of $.'*00. to improve the shore 
of the pond, and this was expended 
for that purpose. Bur the Muster did 
mu find that there had been any ded¬ 


ication of the pond to the public by 
its owners; and though somewhat 
doubtful upon this question he has 
not found that the general use of the 
pond made by the public for many 
years was not itself sufficient to oust 
any one having the right to claim un¬ 
der the Haynes grant from his title 
therelo. 

But on September 2. 1870. the Com¬ 
monwealth. by its Commissioners on 
Inland Fisheries, executed a lease of 
the pond to certain parties for a term 
of twenty years. This lease is set out 
in full in an exhibit attached to the 
Master's report, and its contents need 
not be here stated further than to 
say that it contained strict provis¬ 
ions and limitations upon the acts of 
the lessees in and upon the pond and 
in the user thereof, which the lessees 
covenanted to observe, and provided 
that they should thoroughly stock the 
pond with black bass. The lessees 
took possession under this lease, and 
held such possession during its term 
of twenty years. The Master found 
that this lease was given by the Com¬ 
missioners on Inland Fisheries acting 
In good faith and upon the belief that 
the pond was a part of the public do¬ 
main. that it was a declaration and 
claim of title on the part of the Com¬ 
monwealth: and. upon the occupancy 
thereunder for twenty years together 
with the other use of it made by the 
public during the past sixty years, 
that the plaintiff had shown that a 
title to the pond and Its waters and 
the right to control the same had be¬ 
come vested in the Commonwealth by 
prescription. If we assume for the 
purposes‘of this case, that the Master 
was right in ruling that the plaintiff, 
in order to maintain its information 
must show a title in the Common¬ 
wealth. under the R. L. c. 96. Sections 
25. 27. the principal question to be 
considered is that raised by the de¬ 
fendant's exceptions to the Masters 
report. The defendant's contention is 
that upon the facts found by the Mas¬ 
ter as to the lease given by the Com¬ 
missioners on Inland Fisheries and 
as to the use made of the pond by the 
public for the last sixty years, he had 
no right to find that the Common¬ 
wealth had acquired a title by pre¬ 
scription. In spite of the ingenious 
argument of counsel for the defend¬ 
ant. we do not understand that the 
Master rested his conclusion solely 
upon the lease and the acts done un¬ 
der it. He found that the general use 
made by the public and by individual 
members of the public was not by 
itself sufficient to show the dedica¬ 
tion. or to oust from his title any one 
claiming under the Haynes grant, and 
that without the lease and the pos¬ 
session had thereunder a title by pre¬ 
scription would not have been shown; 
but this would not prevent him from 
considering all the evidence together, 
and giving to the whole of it an effect 
which perhaps no single part of it 
would have produced upon his mind: 
and it seems clear to us ihat this is 
what lie intended to state in his re¬ 
port that he did. 

No claim is made that this lease was 
not properly given under the author¬ 
ity conferred upon the Commission¬ 
ers by St. 1S96. c. SS4. Sec. 9, then in 
force, except that the lease was for¬ 
bidden by Sec. S of that act. because 
this pond had been specially granted 
by law. But the language of section 
S does not forbid a lease under sec¬ 
tion 9. and the very act of giving a 
lease was an assertion of the right to 
do so. ns in Murphy vs. Common¬ 
wealth. 1ST Mass. 361. All disseisin in 
the beginning is tortious anti unlaw¬ 
ful: but this does not prevent the 
gaining of a right, if the tortious and 
unlawful possession is allowed ro

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BOARD OF ALDERMEN 


The rcgulnf mepllng of the board 
or aldermen Iasi Monday evening was 
enlivened by an interesting debate 
and a close vote on the water Ques¬ 
tion. President Weston was In the 
chair and Aldermen Avery. Bacon. 
Bosson, Burr, Cabot, Clnrke, Day, 
Doherty, Gray. Holmes, Jones, Leon¬ 
ard, Miller, Palmer, Stone, Webster. 
White and Williamson were present. 

Hearings were held at which no 
one appeared on petition N. L. Grant 
for license for 10 H. P. gnsolene en¬ 
gine on Melrose street, the Gns Light 
Co. for attachments on Marlboro st. 
and on laying concrete sidewalks un¬ 
der the betterment act on Centre, Ly¬ 
man and Union streets. 

At the hearing on petition of the 
Newton Street Railway Co for addi¬ 
tional track location on Washington 
street near Beacon street. Newton 
Lower Falls, General Manager M. C. 
Brush spoke in favor and there was 
no remonstrance. Subsequently, the 
location was granted on condition the 
Company obtain the land necessary to 
widen the street nine feet. 

Mr. Edwin O. Childs opposed the 
petition of the Gas Light Co. for pole 
locations on Vernon street, saying 
that the street was narrow and on the 
south side, adjoining the Chaffin es¬ 
tate which he represented, there were 
seven large trees. He said that the 
poles were desired to accommodate 
Mr. J. P. R. Sherman with electric 
light and believed that Mr. Sherman 
could he served from the poles now 
in Farlow park. Dr. Stone could also 
he served from the pole in the library 
grounds. 

Dr. L. R. Stone sent in a letter say¬ 
ing that he did not oppose the poles 
but would ralher have the wires un¬ 
derground. J. Edward Hills and 
Thomas Weston also filed remon¬ 
strances. 

Messrs Fred A. Fernald. George N. 
Goddard and George B. Warren ap¬ 
peared in favor of laying concrete 
sidewalks on Ward street under the 
betterment act. Mrs. C. C. Burr sent 
a written remonstrance. 

The appointments of Dr. C. Arthur 
Boutelle as Inspector of Animals and 
of George H. Bourne as Registrar of 
Voters for 3 years were unanimously 
confirmed with 19 ballots each. The 
appointment of Chief Walter B. 
Randlett as Forest Warden under the 
acts of 1907 was also confirmed. 

Petitions of Ellen A. Davis for Sol¬ 
dier's Relief, of Geo. H. Danlon et al 
for concrete sidewalks on Parker 
•street under betterment act and of 
Francis Cnrvelli for wagon license 
and permit to transport liquor were 
referred to committees. 

On favorable reports from com¬ 
mittees, sewer assesments per sched¬ 
ule 52, orders were adopted making 
sewer assessments, as per schedule 
52 postponing certain assessments un¬ 
til land is built upon, granting the 
Gas. Light Co. pole locations on Ar¬ 
lington st., granting the Telephone 
company locations on Pembroke st 
and attachments on Waldorf road, and 
granting $100 for Treasury Inciden¬ 
tals. 

The report, leave to withdraw on 
application of Ann Probert for Sol¬ 
diers Relief, was recommended after 
Alderman White had stated that he 
believed an injustice was being done 
the petitioner. 

Leave to withdraw was given the 
Newton Journal Publishing Co for li¬ 
cense to run a moving picture show 
in Xonantum square. 

The report of the Finance commit¬ 
tee. without recommendation, on the 
order to favor legislation to enlarge 
powers of the city in tne use of wat¬ 
er income was received. 

An order authorizing construction 
of a waiting room corner of Common¬ 
wealth avenue and Washington street 
was adopted and an order for the us¬ 
ual street watering was referred to 
the Finance committee Orders laying 
concrete sidewalks under the better¬ 
ment act on Centre, Lyman, Union 
and Ward streets were also adopted. 

Alderman Day: It is perhaps in or¬ 
der for the Finance Committee to say 
why they could not have recommend¬ 
ed the adoption of this order. The vote 
was a tie vote, six being present, 
three to three. I might state that the 
motion was made hv one of the three 
who voted in favor that this order 
pass, atul as 1 understand their mo¬ 
tives in so doing they were some¬ 
what as follows: It was felt that this 
gave permission If any one of those 
hills were passed, for the Board to 
cover in any profit that there might 
be in the water department and Issue 
bonds for any extension. They felt 
that it was permissive only it 
might well be voted. It was realized 
thut this bill would not become op¬ 
erative until 190!), and that it was 
entirely safe to trust the future 
boards of aldermen. It was felt that 
as the loss In the water department 
in previous years, amounting to over 
5900,000, had been covered by the 
general taxpayer, the profits from now 
on might go hack to the present tax¬ 
payers, and that it was entirely prop¬ 
er to issue bonds Tor any extension, 
becuuse of that and because or the 
considerable amount of the water 
debt that had been reduced through 
the operations of the sinking fund. 

1 think I might state that those who 
thus voted felt that this might not be 
an opportune time to try to get this 
hill ihrotigh the legislature hut 
thought there was no harm in ap¬ 
proving the order. The other three 
felt lhai there was no necessity of 
passing this at present, Ihey felt that 
us we had just reduced the meter 
rent, amounting to perhaps 59,000, It 
was jus I as well to rest and see how 
the water department came out in the 
future as regards profits. They felt It 
was unwise to go into debt any more 
ihan was necessary and this looked 
lowards going into debt la the next 
ten years perhaps $200,000 or possi¬ 
bly as much as $250,000, depending 
on tlte amount of extension work. 
They felt furthermore, (hat there was 
a hi)) of practically the opposite na¬ 
ture now before Ihe legislature on the 
petition of certuin Full River citizens. 
They felt that it was evident that 
Hindi of the water plant of the city 
hud been bonded twice, evidence was 
brought to show (hat possibly $20U,- 
000 hud been bonded twice, part of 
it equipment, which hud worn out and 
new had to be purchased and bouds 
Issued. They felt it was not conser¬ 
vative to recommend Die passage of 


thlR order. Furthermore they felt that 
even if this was permissive, yet un¬ 
less we felt that it was wise to util¬ 
ize it was unwise to nsk the legisla¬ 
ture lo pass a certain bill that we 
were not at all sure lo take advantage 
of, and therefore until we were sure 
we hotter not ask for It now. No 
harm would come from postponing It 
to another year, and we could see 
how we were nt the end of this year 
In our water department. This fact 
wns brought out, that 1907 was nn 
unusually good year for water busi¬ 
ness, that It was a dry year and the 
increase of water wns something like 
10 per cent, when the customary in¬ 
crease was something like 4 per cent. 
The profits of the water department, 
$27,000, increased by $11,000, part 
of it was on account of work on the 
grade crossings. Of course by taking 
off the rent of meters we lose $9,000 
and with a lessened use of the water 
we might find our profits nil, and so 
It was thought by those who voted 
ngnlnst that, that all things consid¬ 
ered. it might just as well be left ns 
It Is. and for the reason that we might 
give It more consideration and get it 
clearer in our minds what should be 
done. 

Alderman Bosson: It seems to me 
It will not be necessary to reduce 
the water rates, in fact I want to go 
on record as opposing lhat. I think 
wc are only adding nn option which 
we do not now have. Even if the 
profit in the water department is nil, 
that has no bearing upon the ense. 
because we are still under obligations 
if we are carrying on the extension 
of the water Bystem to issue bonds, 
and if we do have a profit we may or 
may not take advantage of this or¬ 
der. We simply get nn option which 
we do not now have. Then again the 
fact that we have bonded some of our 
water fixtures twice would rather ar¬ 
gue, It seems to me, in favor of hav¬ 
ing this profit come back to the citi¬ 
zens. 

Alderman Jones: It seems to me 
that this thing harks right back to 
the original principle of what is a 
proper method of deriving money for 
the extension of the water plant and 
it is on that principle that it has got 
to ultimately rest. Of course the let- 
it-alone theory is all right for the 
present time. No great harm would 
come to the city if we were to let lots 
of things alone for the present time, 
but here is a thing that might just as 
well be settled right now as laler. If 
It is proper to use the profit of this 
business and assess water users a 
greater sum for building a permanent 
plant, then the reason fails; but if it 
is not right to nssess water users a 
greater sum than is necessary, for 
building a permanent plant, and if it 
is right to bond the city for water 
the same as it is bonded for sewers 
and for school houses, then Ihe rea¬ 
son for the passage of this order 
would seem to be apparent. 

As the alderman from Ward 5 has 
suggested, ihe fact that there may or 
may not be profits from our water 
department would not seem to he a 
weighty reason for postponing our 
actions. This is only permissive, it 
gives the city option to do this thing 
if it seems wise to the city; there can 
be no deviation from our present 
methods until the Board should take 
some further action. If there were no 
profits to be covered in to the general 
treasury why this order would not 
operate, that is nil, and if there \%ere 
water profits why they could be cov¬ 
ered in. 

I agree lhat the fact that there has 
been double bonding for n portion of 
our water system is an argument in 
favor of this order. If that Is a fact 
it is because our water users were 
not asked to pay enough money lo 
carry depreciation on our plant and 
the taxpayers have been doubly as¬ 
sessed, and if there be now a profit 
they ought all the more to have the 
benefit of that profit. I agree with 
what has been said In general with 
the advisability of not going into 
debt, I believe that is a proper stand¬ 
point from which any city should 
look at u proposition, hut in this case, 
unless lliere he a great diminution of 
our population or a great diminution 
In the per capita use of water, which 
we do not expect, and I am granting 
lhat 1907 was an exceptional year, 1 
the profits of our water department 
are going to be ample to take care of 
the interest and sinking fund re¬ 
quirements on any additional bonds 
we may huve to issue if the water 
income is applied as it is applied 
now. I have only one more thought. 

1 know the Pity of Fall River has 
come in wiih a bill, although general 
in form, is brought In for the benefit 
of Fall River, and that that might in¬ 
jure our chances of getting this bill 
through at the present session of the 
legislature, hut lhat again may per¬ 
haps be an argument in favor of 
starling it, us sometimes it takes a 
long period of lime to get things 
started and get them through. It may 
he well to get people thinking of these 
propositions and this order looks 
merely io that. I admit the fairness 
of the statement that we ought not 
to favor this order, thinking thut it 
is all rigid because nothing will hap¬ 
pen under it unless we do something 
else, still It seems to me It ought to 
be decided upon Ur merits, because 
it is childish to spend our time dis¬ 
cussing an order of this kind unless 
we have the privilege of acting under 
! it if we have ihe authority to do so. 

Alderman Day: It has been stated 
that sometime we may enter the Mct- 
tropolitnii Water System and perhaps 
that time may he some ways off, it 
may lie 10 or 25 years hence, hut It 
is felt thut in coining to that time it 
would he well if we iiad as small a 
water debt as might on hand, us we 
are liable to get what woulti seem to 
us a small sum from the Metropoli¬ 
tan Water Commission. That may be 
thought to lie loo far ahead and yei 
T think it ought lo he thought of. It 
Is wise in city matters lo go on busi¬ 
ness principles, ami using Ihe profits 
of ihe water for any other tiling or 
covering litem into tho general fund 
does not seem quite Imislness like 

Alderman Jones; A man who is 
| running a private business under cotn- 
' in-lit ire condiiions is privileged to get 
as lurge a profit as he cun and do 
wiih It uh he sees fll Wo are consid¬ 
ering a public service corporal ion 
I which is doing business under a mo¬ 
nopoly. and I submit taking money 
out of water users for the building of 
a water plant lhat will do business 
for the future is not tho best business 


policy for lhat kind of business. 

The order wns then refused adop¬ 
tion, Aldermen Bacon, Bosson, Gray, 
Holmes, Jones, Miller, Webster and 
White (8) voting in favor. Aldermen 
Avery. Burr, Cabol, Ulnrke, Day Do¬ 
herty, Leonard. Palmer, Stone and 
Wllllntnaon (10) voting ngnlnst. 


IN NEW HAVEN OR NEW YORK 

One exceedingly practical aspect of 
the steam railroad merger controv¬ 
ersy now before the Legislature, ami 
upon which a report of the State Com¬ 
mission on Commerce may be ex¬ 
pected early In March, groups about 
the question, "If not in New Haven, 
where?” 

The New Haven Railroad possesses 
approximately one hundred and ten 
thousand shares of the stock of the 
Boston & Maine, or essentially thirty- 
six per cent. This means control. 
Last year It was found impossible nt 
a directors' meeting of the Boston 
& Mnine lo muster a majority of the 
stock without having in hand that con¬ 
trolled by the New Haven. The Amer¬ 
ican Express Company, which owned 
only ten per cent of the stock of the 
Boston & Maine at the time of the 
transfer to the New Haven, exercised 
a high degree of control over the 
railroad, and one from which that 
system seriously suffered. It is clear 
that if the express company was able 
to determine the policy of the road in 
many respects, the owners of thirty- 
six per cent would prove an absolute¬ 
ly dominant factor. Therefore, the 
New Haven has on hand or for sale 
not only its fraction of the stock of 
the railroad viewed as an investment, 
hut, what is vastly more important, 
the control of Ihe road itself. 

It Is now costing the New Haven 
Company one dollar n share to carry 
this block of stock for which It has 
exchanged its own shares, or one 
hundred and ten thousand dollars n 
year. Under the act passed in the 
Legislature last winter, the New 
Haven cannot vole on that stock be¬ 
fore July first next, in any event, and 
the object of pending legislation is 
still further to keep it from enjoy¬ 
ment of the fruits of ownership. The 
New Haven has seemingly lived up In 
good faith to these restrictions imposed 
by the Legislature. It is evident, 
however, that no railroad will keep 
up such an annual charge without a 
corresponding advantage, and that 
unless the New Haven people can 
vote the stock and determine the pol¬ 
icy of the Boston & Maine, they are 
not likely to continue Its ownership. 
The opponents of the merger ask lo 
liiiv ethese restrictions continued and 
strengthened; they need not seek 
for further legislation to prevent the 
merger, since if the New Haven peo¬ 
ple are never to be allowed to vote 
this stock, they will not hold it long¬ 
er than is necessary to make that 
fact dear. 

This stock, thus assembled, pos¬ 
sesses some exceptional value, as al¬ 
ready noted, because it carries the 
control. To what Interest will it go? 
It would doubtless be desirable, if 
the merger were forbidden, to have 
the stock taken up by Massachusetts 
people, but it would oe difficult to 
raise the fifteen or Twenty million 
dollars necessary for this purpose, or 
rather the sum for which the stock 
could be sold to some interest which 
coveted control of the road. It Is cer¬ 
tainly not in the interests of the 
Commonwealth to have this block of 
stock return to the American Express 
Company. It is very undesirable that 
subsidiary institutions, having con¬ 
tracts with the railroads, like parlor- 
car and express companies, should 
exercise any controlling influence 
over the property. But be that as it 
may, the Boston & Maine seems more 
likely to attrack the attention of inter¬ 
ests in New York than to find a sale 


among individuals In this Common¬ 
wealth. Of course Massachusetts 
could frame statutes by which this 
stock could not ho voted in the in¬ 
terest of the Delaware & Hudson, or 
of the New York Central, or tho 
Grand Trunk, or any other large rail¬ 
road, although the maintenance 
through years of such prohibitions is 
necessarily attended with great diffi¬ 
culty. Economic Influences usually 
find a way of expressing themselves. 
In the long run, property finds lodge- 
1 mont in the hands of those who want 
| It most, and control of property gen- 
| orally follows and coincides with 
' ownership. 

! This raises Ihe question whether 
our best interests would be served 
by the lodgement of this control with 
Ihe New Haven Company, or by hav¬ 
ing the property thrown into the 
i maelstorm of New York's financial 
; operations. It must at least be said 
! for the New Haven that it has a large 
| stake In New England and in the 
port of Boston, and that its manifest 
destiny Is to make this the ultimate 
centre of Its operations. It is incum¬ 
bent upon the opponents of the merg¬ 
er to show what would become of the 
stock if the New Haven is badgered 
out of retaining it. Mr. Mellen is im¬ 
pulsive. and often speaks unguarded¬ 
ly to his considerable disadvantage; 
he is liable to make a sudden disposi¬ 
tion of his holdings, in case the Leg¬ 
islature proves determined to obstruct 
his plans. The physical merging, or 
amalgamation, which wns orlglnaly 
planned. Is not now contemplated, 
even If he is permitted to have Ills 
way. The roads would be run as sep¬ 
arate entities, at least for some time 
to come, although It is probable that 
considerable welding of terminal fa¬ 
cilities would take place at import¬ 
ant junctions and In this city. 

But the important thing to consider 
is the disposal of this block of stock 
now in the possession of the New 
Haven people. Where does Massa¬ 
chusetts want it to go, if not to the 
New Haven? Can any assurance be 
given that it will find redistribution 
locally? If not. can it he kept away 
from New York interests and other 
railroad alliances? Would any one 
of these be better for Massachusetts 
Ihan the New Haven? These are the 
practical alternatives.—Boston Tran¬ 
script.

HISTORIC PAINTING 

Admiral Pillsbury, chief of the bu¬ 
reau of navigation, has sent lo the 
naval academy an interesting histori¬ 
cal painting by Thomas Birch of the 
bnitie between the Constitution and 
Guorriere. It is a gift io the naval 
academy of Mrs. Caroline C. Furbusli, 
until recently of Greenfield, 51ass., 
who resides at 265 Otis street, West 
Newton, with her daughter. 

The painting has considerable mer¬ 
it. Thomas Birch, while not of the 
first rank, was a careful, conscien¬ 
tious, painstaking artist of a century 
ago. He was an engraver as well ns 
a imiiiter. anil one of the first design 
ers of United States coins in Phila¬ 
delphia for the then just established 
mint. He palmed this picture in 1S29. 
An engraving somewhat resembling 
the painting was one of the illustra¬ 
tions of an early history of Philadel¬ 
phia. Mrs. Fur hush, who lived in 
Philadelphia 30 years prior to the 
death of her husband, acquired the 
painting there. 

It was originally intended as a do¬ 
nation to the Daughters of the Amer¬ 
ican Revolution soon after Mrs. Fur- 
bush decided to vacate her residence 
at Greenfield, .Mass., and dispose of 
her valuable art collection. It was 
forwarded to B. H. Collins, a promi¬ 
nent collector of this city, to be pre¬ 
sented to the daughters, but its im¬ 
mediate acceptance was prevented by 
the unfinished condition of Conii- 
nentnl Hall. 

In the mean time the painting came 
to the notice of Rear Admiral Dick- 
ins. C. S. N.. retired, who served as a 
midshipman on the Constitution. He 
thought the painting should go to the 
navy department nnd be hung at the 
new Naval Academy at Annapolis. 
51 r. Collins had the painting close lo 
the navy department, where many 
prominent naval officers passed and 
repassed daily. Admiral Dewey, Rear 
Admiral Pillsbury. Assistant Secre¬ 
tary of the Navy Newberry and many 
others stopped by to view it, and con¬ 
curred in the idea that it should go 
to the Naval Academy. Mrs. Fur- 
lmsh acceded to requests that this be 
done, and Feb. I t Secretary Metcalf 
addressed her a letter, in which he 
said: 

“The department takes great pleas¬ 
ure in accepting this picture, and begs 
to assure you that it will he most 
carefully preserved nt the Naval 
Academy, Annapolis. 5U1.. where it 
will tend to keep alive the recollec¬ 
tion of one of our first naval victor¬ 
ies and serve as an inspiration ami ex 
ample for the midshipmen to emu¬ 
late.”

It Is refreshing, even on such a self 
evident proposition as the water 
question, to have a divided committee 
report in our board of aldermen. 
There is and always has been, too 
much of "Good fellowship" legisla¬ 
tion at City Hall. It Is inconceivable 
that of ihe hundreds of matters an¬ 
nually considered by the board of al- 
dremen. all of the 2L members should 
view each subject at exactly the same 
angle. The differing view points 
ought to be brought forth for consid¬ 
eration. as they were on the water 
question and not smothered out of 
deference to some one else. And yet, 
of all the many subjects of legisla¬ 
tion, it seems to us, that the dispo¬ 
sition of water income, ought not to 
cause much difference of opinion, par¬ 
ticularly on the order which caused 
the debate on Monday evening. That 
order favored legislation which sim¬ 
ply enlarged the powers of the city 
in using its surplus water income. 
As a matter of fact, the defeat of this 
order means that the present board 
of aldermen do not have sufficient 
confidence either in itself or in future 
boards, to give the city of Newton a 
wider range In the management of 
our water department. Questions of 
water debt, double bonding, reduced 
water rates, and probable cost of fu¬ 
ture extensions, while interesting, are 
not germaine to the point involved in 
the order last Monday night. 

The sole remedy now in sight for 
the abused water consumer in this 
city is to demand a reduction in water 
rates, and to agitate the question un¬ 
til. even the board of aldermen shall 
see the Injustice of compelling the 
water users of 1908, to pay. not only 
their share of the existing water debt, 
but the cost of permanent work for 
future generations. 


Music lovers of Newton and vicin¬ 
ity are under great obligations to 
Eliot church for the splendid series 
of organ recitals which have been 
given during the present winter. That 
the splendid organ and the masters 
who have played it, are appreciated 
here, is evidenced by the audiences 
which have filled the spacious edifice 
even to the doors. We believe we 
are voicing the thoughts of the com¬ 
munity in expressing the deep sense 
of gratitude which is felt towards 
Eliot church for arranging these re¬ 
citals. 


Mayor Hutchinson has evidently 
kept his word in regard to enforcing 
the liquor law in this city. Convic¬ 
tions have recently been secured in 
the police court of two druggists 
charged with violating tiie terms of 
their licenses. 


The decision of the full bench of 
the Supreme Court of this state in 
favor of the people in the long drawn 
out case regarding property rights 
in Crystal Lake Is received wiili great 
satisfaction all over the city.

CHURCHES ROBBED 

Two of the largest churches in tilts 
city were broken into lute Sunday 
night and thoroughly ransacked. The 
thieves secured but a small amount 
of loot. 

Grace Episcopal church was en¬ 
tered through a Hide window which it 
is believed had been left unlocked. 
Many of the ruins in the main edifice 
and the parish house were visited, 
hut utter u careful search tills fore- 
hut after a careful search nothing 
of value was missing. There were 
footprints made by a large pair of 
shoes leading to one window and 
away from another window. 

Eliot Congregational church was 
enured probably by false keys. From 
a jar that was in a closet about $l in 
money was tuken ami from another 
room uhout till twocent slumps were 
stolen. The study of the pastor. Uev 
H. Grunt Renton, was entered and the 
furnishings and other articles con¬ 
siderably disturbed. 


UNDER THE GILDED DOME 


Legislative milters arc slowly get¬ 
ting into shape wilh many reports 
front committees of leave to with¬ 
draw. The Great and General Court 
Ih far ahead of last year’s work in 
the number of matters already con¬ 
sidered nltho it is true that the list 
is mostly of minor importance. The 
important “merger" bills, ihe taxa¬ 
tion report and the Sunday obser¬ 
vance matters are still to be threshed 
otit. 

The woman stiffrnge agitation cen¬ 
tered this year upon the bills design¬ 
ed to ndmit women to municipal suf¬ 
frage, one being limited to women 
tax payers, the other being more gen¬ 
eral in its scope. These bills were 
killed In the House 30 to 99. While 
these figures show an increase in the 
suffragists from that of last year, it 
is quite a drop from the favorable 
showing made some years ago on a 
simitar proposition. While the “antis" 
have the votes it is probably asking 
too much to expect them to give any 
reason why one municipal tax payer 
has a voice in the management of 
schools, water, sewers, sidewalks, 
streets, etc., while Ills ndxt door 
neighbor with equal interest in the 
proper conduct of all these vital 
things, is not allowed the same priv¬ 
ilege. simply on the ground of sex. 

It is rumored about the state house 
that there will be another raise In 
the stnte tax this year, making a total 
of $4,250,000. As Newton pays one fif¬ 
tieth of tliis sum. the local state tax 
will approximate $85,000. 

Senator Vahey made n gallant fight 
Wednesday on his three anti death 
penalty bills. His speech of forty 
minutes was eloquent, logical and 
ought to have been convincing, but 
it wasn’t. The Senate killed the 
measure to allow the juiy in a murder 
case to render a verdict of guilty 
"without capital punishment" by a 
vote of nearly two to one. The bill 
to abolish the death penalty outright 
was also killed by about he same 
margin. On ihe measure to allow’ a 
referendum. 011 the question, the Sen¬ 
ator was successful. losing on the 
hand vote by n tie. and winning out 
on the roll call by three votes. 

Milk men from all o*’er the state 
have been before the committee on 
Agriculture this week In the attempt 
to abolish the so called npllt stand¬ 
ard. The producers claim that the 
present law encourages (lie middle¬ 
men to adulterate the milk and that 
the fninter has no chance whatever. 

The committee on ( dies has not 
yet repotted on the Fall River bill to 
definitely state to what use the in¬ 
come. from water deportments can 
be put. This bill is the exact antith- 
isis of the measures affecting the city 
of Newton now before the Metropol¬ 
itan Affairs committee. It is said that 
the general bill wrhtcu Fall River 
asked to have substituted for the 
special bill originally ivnoduced. will 
not he favorably reported, alt ho the 
committee may favor the special act. 

Cambridge has been granted leave 
to withdraw on its proposition to tax 
the county buildings located in that 
city and our county tax will not be 
increased on that account. 

The committee on Constitutional 
Amendments has negatived a pro¬ 
posed amendment to allow sheriffs, 
registers of deeds and ot probate and 
clerks or courts 10 be appointed by 
the governor, instead of elected as at 
present. This action seems inexplic¬ 
able to those on the outside, as It Is 
clearly for the interests of the com¬ 
monwealth to lake 1 nose positions 
out of politics. 

The Liquor Law’ committee Is still 
struggling with the question of drug¬ 
gists licenses to sell liquoi and with 
the so called ‘pony" < \press bills, 
and as yet has tome to no decision. 

Hearings have been assigned bv the 
committee on Taxation on matters 
recommended by the Taxation Com¬ 
mission as follows:—On distribution 
of corporation tux on March 13 and 
on tiie taxation of intangible properly 
on March 17ih. 

The slate of delegates and alter¬ 
nates to the Chicago 1 * 01 .vent km from 
this disitict as rumored about the 
state house is as follows: Delegates, 
Senator Faxon of Stoughton and 
Town Clerk Edward \V. Baker of 
Brookline. Alter nates, Representa¬ 
tive George Barnes of Weymouth, and 
ex representative Wilbur E. Wood 
of Hopkinton. Tiie caucuses will be 
held on March 21 and the state and 
district run vent ions early in April. 

The death of County Commission¬ 
er Francis Bigelow’ of Natick has 
caused universal*regret, as the com¬ 
missioner hud many friends from till 
over the County. The vacancy was 
filled by tin* votes of the two re¬ 
maining commissioners and the 
Clerk of Courts Mr. Charles N. Rich¬ 
ardson of l,owell being elected.

Continued from first page, 
continue for a sufficient length of 
j time. There is nothing in his objec- 
lion. The lessees took and maintained 
possession under the lease for twenty 
. years. This is prim a facie sufficient to 
j show acquisition of a title by prey' 
' script ion or adverse user. Nor is 
there any doubt in this Common¬ 
wealth that the public may acqpire 
rights by prescription; and this right 
must belong to the Commonwealth 
itself as well ns to any municipal cor¬ 
poration or other public body, or to 
individual members of the general 
public. No doubt the possession 
which operates such a result must be 
not only actual, but open, adverse, 
exclusive and uninterrupted, as stated 
in the cases cited by the defendant. 
But the evidence as to this is not 
represented; and it must be presum¬ 
ed that the Al aster found the possess¬ 
ion to he of the character which has 
been stated. 

Nor is it material that tills lease 
was not recorded. No rights of third 
persons claiming under any subse¬ 
quent grant are in question. The acts 
of the Commonwealth and of the les¬ 
sees whom It pin into possession are 
alone of importance. It Is also imma¬ 
terial that notice of the lense a ml of 
the acts of the lessees under It was 
not given to any one claiming under 
the Haynes grant. If there was any 
person in existence making such a 
claim, which appears to be at least 
doubtful, yet actual knowledge by 
him of the adverse user was not ne¬ 
cessary. 

The other uses found to have been 
made of the pond by me general pub¬ 
lic were of such a character as to he 
entitled to consideration. West Rox¬ 
bury v. Stoddard. 7 Allen. 158. IGG. 
1G7. That the Master did not regard 
the evidence of these uses, though 
running through more than sixty 
years, as sufficient to sustain the bur¬ 
den of proof which he ruled was upon 
the plainiift, did not, ns we have al¬ 
ready said, preclude him from adding 
its effect to that of the other evidence. 

Accordingly the defendant’s excep¬ 
tions must he overruled and H is not 
necessary to consider any of the 
ninny exceptions taken by the nttor- 
nev general: for If they were all over¬ 
ruled. yet it non the terms of this re¬ 
port he would he entitled to a decree 

Decree for the Plaintiff.

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THE TWENTIETH CENTURY CITY 

RECENT LECTURE BY PROF. CHARLES ZUEBLIN 


The t went lei h century cily Is not 
the city in which you live: you ft re 
living in the city of the nineteenth 
century. We nil live in the nine¬ 
teenth'century city, ’the twentieth 
century city is one to he built, ami 
will he built satisfactory only when 
we get thl of most of (lie nineteenth 
century Ideas. So white we are to 
talk of the city In process It Is for 
the most part as yet unbuilt; nml our 
discussion will of necessity be con¬ 
cerned with the cities that we know, 
mid especially with the selection 
Irom them ot the things most worthy 
of incorporating in the twentieth cen¬ 
tury city. Bm we shall engage oc¬ 
casionally In prophecy. Before begtn- 
iUR to prophesy it is worth while to 
observe that the American is de¬ 
ficient In historical perspective. I 
recognize the temerity of making 
such n statement in this particular 
community, when it comes from the 
Middle West. In the \Vest__history 
of the world begins with 1776. It 
Is a little later in appreciation ilinn 
the people of the East, yet they are 
not always accurate. For example, 
to the student of books of history 
the year 1192 has deep significance, 
a significance 1 suppose that is rather 
lost on the people of New England. 
The Italian who sniled from Spain 
and discovered South America and 
the Antilles is hnrdly of tlie quality 
or importance of the people who es¬ 
tablished the real civilization on 
Plymouth Rock. At the same time, 
an impartial student of history re¬ 
gards with considerable degree of 
importance the year 1492, but only 
as one of a thousand dates in the 
history of America that go back over 
thousands if not millions of years: 
because of the fact that our tradi¬ 
tions before 1492 are simply those 
of Europe. In any case there is little 
danger, especially on the part of 
those people*** of getting confused 
between the things they know and 
the things they have heard. 1 do 
not know whether you have recov¬ 
ered yet from the gentle criticisms 
of Mr. Wells or not, but certainly it 
seemed to me he made an admirable 
point in suggesting that many of the 
dates of the eighteenth century 
seemed painfully fresh here, when 
they had been forgotten across the 
water. They retain for some of us 
a vividness which is not only unhis- 
toric but untrue; like the colored 
man who had such a prodigious mem¬ 
ory that nothing seemingly in the ca¬ 
reer of General Washington had es¬ 
caped him. He was asked by some 
one if he remembered tlie inaugura¬ 
tion of Washington; and he said he 
did. ‘T suppose you might have been 
present when Washington crossed 
the Delaware.” ‘"Yes sah, I rowed 
tlie boat.” “Were you present when 
Washington took a hack at that 
cherry tree.” "O, yes sah, I drove 
that hack.” The density of vision 
is only one of the features of our im¬ 
perfect appreciation of historical per¬ 
spective. 

To some extent all of us show 
signs of sensllity in that respect, in 
that we can remember forty years 
ago, but not the happenings of last 
year. We are making history, and 
perhaps the most difficult of all tasks I 
to interpret what is happening. You 1 
cannot build a city until you have 
the power of Interpreting the thing 
that is happening, and the tiling that 
happened recently as well as the re¬ 
mote. 

We are all builders of cities, and 
we all have the responsibility -of 
building cities because we have all 
had or ought to have the intelligence 
of people of earlier times. The cities 
in which we live are for tlie most part 
like Topsy, "they just growd,” And 
no reason, no well defined wil or as¬ 
piration. But the cities we shall 
build shall be founded upon careful 
purpose, shall have clear design in 
them. We can no longer escape the 
responsibility. But the trouble is to 
get ibis appreciatm of The change 
that has come over the spirit of our 
dreams. 

Social progress Is so rapid that 
very few people can appreciate it; 
so rapid that the passing generation 
cannot comprehend these ideals of 
the coming generation. And yet at 
the same time we are the makers of 
this rapid progress. We speak 
familiarly of the generation before, 
and the generation after the Civil 
War. There Is no distinction, there 
is no dividing line, yet we do recog¬ 
nize the difference in the point of 
view, activity and opportunity of the 
people who eatne after the Civil War 
with the new industrial and sol¬ 
idarity of the nation. The revolution 
that has taken place since the Civil 
War is what we are to discuss this 
afternoon. 

I want to have you take the point 
of view of the people of tlie remote 
past,-tlie twenty or thirty years ago 
past; so remote that it is possible to 
have forgotten it among people who 
think at all; for if they think at all 
tlieir minds have gotten into new 
habits of thinking. To do that I must 
remind you that until the last two 
do cud os of the nineteenth century 
tlie young man or the young woman 
who felt impelled to social service 
had opened only three avenues, the 
church, the school and charity. Those 
might seem to some people sufficient 
means, hut they were much more ad¬ 
equate than they are today. There 
were other avocations, the most con- 
hplclous wub politics but. there was 
a sort of stigma attached to that. I 
suppose there are some who think 
the same now. There are people who 
would not go Into politics hut they 
belong to that pasuiug generation. 
They will soon die out. and the 
sooner they pass away the better it 
will he, if they do not pass away 
spiritually. The stlgmu on politics 
iweniy years ago Is so rapidly being 
eliminated by the Intelligent musses 
It Is time for the more intelligent 
people to lose It. Our thoughlB aro 
still founded upon that old Idea In 
spite of the fact that the foundations 
are being carried from under us con¬ 
stantly. Borne one asked Mr. Pratt 
ihe definition of political economy. 
He said, ‘“political economy Is not 


buying more votes than you need." 
Evidently that Is a very valuable 
practice in that kind of politics, 
which unfortunately has not yet left 
us. But the beautiful thing by which 
we can reconcile ourselves to the 
life today is that we are trying to 
get away front it. We took it for 
granted, hut yon who believe con¬ 
stantly, who belipvo in themselves 
who believe In America, who love 
their country are willing to serve to 
something almost, unknown and not 
sufficiently recognized as yet. Ail 
illustration of the difficulty of finding 
where one might cast his service 
since he scarcely dares to risk poli¬ 
tics:—Turning to the church, I want 
to make very clear If possible the 
view that I hope to have opportunity 
of expounding in these subsequent 
lectures. The most important and 
most direct avenue of service for the 
young man who wishes to serve his 
fellowmen is in politics; that neither 
church nor school nfiords him the 
the direct opportunity for reaching 
so large a number of people for ma¬ 
terial and spiritual good ns does 
politics. A young man or young 
woman cannot always choose, which 
particular calling he will take. He 
Is impelled to go into the church, or 
the school. But we have gone so far 
from the Idea that a stigma should 
be associated with politics that we 
are too ready to accept the idea that 
in politics there is a higher calling 
than the church affords; in the sense 
that you can more immediately in¬ 
fluence your fellowmen for good than 
you can in the church or the school. 
It is not belittling those institutions 
at all. If you want to see quick re¬ 
sults. the avenue is politics; and by 
politics I mean the tnklng of public 
office, even a humble public office. 
But this passing generation also had 
its limitations in the fact that the 
church was stagnating. Now of 

course there are some very good 
people who cannot see that the 
church ever stagnates. But If any of 
you can remember so long ago as 
twenty years 1 ask you at your 
leisure to think so far as you can 
think of the church of that time. One 
is of course In danger of speaking of 
those things that he remembers—au¬ 
tobiographically. 1 don’t want to 
remember. I attended a couple of 
theological seminaries at that time 
and have still very vivid impressions 
of the stagnation in religious work 
of those days. But trying to be im¬ 
partial ami dissociate oneself of that 
I am still convinced that twenty or 
twenty-five years ago the church 
reached as low an ebb in America 
as any time. The young man who 
wanted to serve his fellowmen was 
intimidate by helplessness. The 
young man or young woman, who was 
called to some kind of service through 
ecclesiastical service as to theologi¬ 
cal designation, has a call, how can 
he recede. What is the use of going 
In if he does not think he can do the 
tiling the call involves. If you can¬ 
not go in there naturally, it leads 
to the school. A great many people 
of theological training have turned 
to teaching. A vast number of our 
professors in the colleges and jneu 
in the secondary and elementary 
schools, and women in some occupa¬ 
tions have been impelled to the min¬ 
istry and’ through one reason or 
another have undertaken teaching so 
that the call is in some degree 
similar. If you wil stop just for a 
moment and appreciate this revolu¬ 
tionary transformation you will see 
perhaps with regard to all the other 
changes something by virtue of ibis 
energy. We speak familiarly of play¬ 
grounds, we speak of laboratories, 
manual training department, kinder¬ 
garten, of the noonday lunch, the 
gymnasium, public baths, and a mul¬ 
titude of things which have added to 
i our public school system. School 
gardens. You have all these; you 
never heard of most of them twenty 
years ago. We had a glimmering 
idea of what manual training meant, 
but only a few prophets knetv about 
those things as recently ns twenty 
years ago. and thirty years ago there 
were still fewer. Of course t under¬ 
stand that it Is very likely that there 
might he gathered together some 
people wiio were particularly pro¬ 
gressive ami prophetic in that time, 
but if you will slop to think you will 
find that the majority of people knew 
nothing about the familiar things of 
the public schools today. Every new 
idea comes 111 the form of a fancy, or 
a fail and is dubbed such whether it 
deserves it or not. Before it becomes 
scientific It has to pass through that 
period. 

The teacher was discouraged at the 
outlook for charity, it was pat 
ionizing. It is not as yet emancipated 
altogether from patronage; the pat¬ 
ronage philanihropist Is still with 
ns, anil will be until we can yet riu 
of poverty. He is not nearly so 
bumptious us he was twenty or thirty 
years ago uipl lie ami his represen¬ 
tatives are vastly more democratic. 
We can conceive of u philanthropy 
which reaches out a hand to ones 
fellowmen, not to ones poor, despised 
inferiors who are supposed to exist 
in order tlmi our virtues may be cul¬ 
tivated. The man recognized as a 
sociological investigator. He studies 
us a specimen. He represents the 
whole mob of them twenty or thirty 
years ago. He asks a clerk “How 
much do you get a week? “5.U0." 

How much do # vou gel?” “You Impu¬ 
dent hussy.” This resentful individ¬ 
ual who lias no conception at all of 
how the other liulf does live. This 
is i he type of i he churl tv worker and 
llie philanthropist of the generation 
just gone, in spitt of the fact that 
tlie outlook was so discouraging 
twenty or th'rty venra ago, at the 
beginning of the SO’s ‘hero were so¬ 
cial servants with prophetic souls 
and democratic aspirations who went 
on and did 'heir work prematurely, 
urn) saw U fall by tlio wayside, for 
the :ui*-t pan d!;.d*‘f»ed Sty nn tm- 
receptive public. The first of the 
modern village improvement organi¬ 
zations; there wore some In the later 
eighteenth and eurly nineteenth cen¬ 
tury, hut the first one Unit at met ml 
any attention and hud any premedi¬ 


tated purpose was nt Stockbrldge In 
1853. A woman, as usual a single 
woman, building In, her community, 
considering it might be a different 
sort from 1 he one she know, sowed 
the seed that hlos?unu'd out into -he 
Improvement association which in 
one of your places we look nt particu¬ 
larly because during that intervening 
period It has grown more beam Ifni 
In consequence of those enthulnsnis 
generated b.v this one woman. There 
are twenty live hundred village and 
civic improvement societies in lids 
country today, and I suppose it is 
perfectly fair to say that at least two 
thousand are the product of the last 
ten or fifteen years In 1S,i7 Now 
York established Genlrnl Pork. Of 
course there wore earlier parks; you 
will point with pride to your own 
Boston Common, hut tin? great de¬ 
velopment of the big parks virtually 
began with the establishment of 
Central Park m 18 “h ; and the people 
of that city criticised mid belabored 
and lambasted the commissioners 
who had the audacity to establish a 
park way out there. Now it is sur¬ 
rounded by sky scrapers and la ono 
of the best named parks in the world. 
But people were not mush influenced 
by It. The other cities of the country 
did not pay much attention, and yet 
the development in parka in America 
ill the last fifteen years entirely out¬ 
strips all the rest of the world, and l 
have just come from travelling period¬ 
ically to Kansas City which within 
the last ten years has developed the 
most ambitious park and boulevard 
system In the country next to the 
Metropolitan System of Boston; only 
one of the ninny instances all 
through tlie west, the extreme west 
and south where not only parks but 
park system were unknown until 
recent years. In the sixties and seven¬ 
ties the movement was very sluggish. 

You have heard of Boston ns the 
pioneer hi the establishment of pub¬ 
lic baths, by the not altogether mng- 
nificient scheme of permitting people 
to use the Atlantic Ocean, which was 
done in 18GG I believe for the first 
time, that at least was an opening 
wedge, and your 1/ Street baths are 
still a monument to those pioneer 
steps. But there was nothing done 
after that in Boston or New York 
none of these eastern cities had any¬ 
thing like a hath all the year round, 
until very recently and the pioneer In 
this respect was Milwaukee, which 
established the first all-year natalor- 
rinm In 1880, years after Boston con- 
dent med the experiment, and a sec¬ 
ond one in 1894, before any eastern 
city, even the much vaunted Brook¬ 
line had a public bath. All over the 
country In the literature on public 
baths Brookline or Yonkers given 
credit for the first public hath entire¬ 
ly forgetful of this pioneer experi¬ 
ment of Milwaukee. Pity we had not 
earlier heard of Milwaukee and it 
might have been a more honorable 
means of its becoming famous. But 
at the same time it is true, there 
was this long lapse before the soil 
was ready for the appreciation of tlio 
public baths. 

in 1872 in town meeting the people 
groundffrTheecredooeao etaol eta oo 
of Brookline established a play¬ 
ground. I do not know just when the 
next one was established, but I think 
Charlesbank in 1892 was the next 
public playground opened, an inter¬ 
val of twenty years. In that same 
year the school hoard of Cambridge 
recommended the establishment of 
vacation schools for the children of 
Cambridge but nothing was done. 
The. next in Newark, New Jersey and 
not in Newton in which you take 
such pride, until the following year, 
another long interval before they 
were ready to receive the eflorts of 
these democratic social servants. I 
might weary you by spending the 
whole afternoon In discussing the en- 


denvors of these people who were so 
venturesome and so wisely prophetic, 
who found nn soil in which the seed 
would spring up. I llilnk that Is 
sufficient to indicate to you that n 
change 1ms come over the temper of 
your time. Why do all cities estab¬ 
lish vacation schools, establish pub¬ 
lic baths, open these tremendous 
playgrounds today In which within 
two years Chicago has gone nhead of 
the world, Just ill response to this 
impulse that Is felt all over this coun¬ 
try today, because the traditions are 
different. The little new traditions 
that we have are not recognizable 
nn* happily passing nwny, giving way 
are happily passing awn. giving way 
to the Idea.that we can, we shnll do 
these things. 

There are two general aspects of 
our subject, one of them I muBt pass 
over very hastily; it is much more 
Important than the things we are 
going to Illustrate. Two of the forces 
with which we must reckon now de¬ 
veloped by this new civic spirit are 
civic progress nnd social reform. So¬ 
cial reform goes down much deeper 
than civic progress; but we must 
pnss that over because our theme is 
civic progress. Civic progress is the 
result of prosperity, leisure and cul¬ 
ture. It comes from above. It is the 
flower of our civilization. But social 
reform comes from below. It Is the 
result of adversity and idleness and 
discontent. In the great periods of 
depression masses of the people feel ; 
the economic pressure. They begin 
to think atul dream and out of those 
come representatives of those move¬ 
ments. We have lo discuss the su¬ 
perficial but they have their meting. 
Social reform and civic progress. I 
confess very frankly that I should 
not think of the external Improve¬ 
ment of cities if It did not seem to 
me that they were going some day 
to find deeper roots, some day a com¬ 
plete transformation of society. But 
that complete transformation is not 
the burden of our subject in this 
course of lectures. I want to refer to 
it, to remind you of some of the mile¬ 
stones of progress which we have 
witnessed. In searching for a point 
to begin we must begin after the Civ¬ 
il War. This great new expansion of 
the country nnd the most conspic¬ 
uous influence perhaps in all its ram¬ 
ifying subsequent consequences the 
organization in the later seventies 
of the Knights of Labor. The 
Knights of Labor were not the first 
labor orglnlzatton of the country. Mr. 
Commons investigating this subject 
so much more profoundly, and others 
perhaps have discovered similarly 
in the thirties and forties tremendous 
development of labor orglnlzations. 
Ill Philadelphia in the forties there 
was a larger proportion of the popu¬ 
lation In labor orglnlzations than at 
any time before or since. There was 
that same wedding of interest in 
what corresponded to the trade un'on 
that we have now in every trade, 
union which has brought so many of 
our recent difilcut problems. But til os 
all died out in a period of depression 
and perhaps others succeeded, but 
never such blossoming of the move¬ 
ment until the Knights of Labor 
came upon ihe scene. They had very 
high sounding ideals,—nothing less 
than the brotherhood of man would 
satisfy them. Tlie really had very 
beautiful but Utopian aspirations, 
and that is Ihe reason they died. The 
trade union today may not be so 
idealistic. It certainly frequently Is 
not. but It succeeds in looking out for 
its own members better; so wo hard¬ 
ly hear about the Knights of Labor 
It is hardly worth while to consider 
them as an industrial element, hut 
when we consider this great Indus¬ 
trial expansion we have to consider 
ihe organization of the Knights of 
Labor.

HINNEWELL CLUB SHOW 


in these days of public uneasiness 
regarding fire protection in our pub¬ 
lic schools it is almost criminal lo 
unnecessarily alarm parents with 
mistaken or misleading facts. Mrs. R. 
X. has such a communication in the 
Boston Record of yesterday regard¬ 
ing our High School. Mrs. R. N. crit¬ 
icizes the lack of fire escapes in this 
building and also alleges that the 
doors leading to stairways in (he up¬ 
per halls are "locked for the most 
part.” It is true that there are no tire 
escapes in this modern school build¬ 
ing. but the fact that (here are three 
broad stairways, all of iron leading 
to the third floor and two continuing 
to the top floor, all located many feet 
from the boilers which generate the 
steam for heating purposes, that the 
building is wire lathed, and is what 
Is classed as “slow burning con¬ 
struction”, nnd that there are four 
large double doors opening outward, 
would seem to indicate that Are es¬ 
capes are superfluous. As there are 
no doors on any stairways In the 
building they cannot be locked. The 
fact that the outside door3 cannot be 
opened from the outside is probably 
responsible for this misleading state¬ 
ment, but these doors are easily op¬ 
ened from the inside. An excellent 
Are drill is constantly maintained in 
this building and only yesterday the 
entire school of nearly 1000 pupils 
left the building in less than three 
minutes. We can assure the parents 
of Newton that not only in the High 
school but in all the grammar and 
primary grades, that with the high 
quality of Bchool house construction 
in this city and in the efficiency of 
the fire drill, the danger from fire is 
practically nil. 

Death has again Invaded the ranks 
of our best citizens and taken from 
us, one of our most respected and 
public spirited citizens. Mr. Henry 
H. Hunt was not only a genial friend 
and a successful business man, hon¬ 
est and straightforward in all of his 
acts, but he was a good citizen, in the 
broadest sense of that term. He pos¬ 
sessed a personal megnetlsm, which 
won, and a fairness and courtesy to 
others, which retained the warm 
friendship of all with whom he came 
in contact. He gave generously of 
his time and strength to the public 
service, and his sound common sense 
and keen business judgment aided the 
solution of many Important munici¬ 
pal problems. In the social and politi¬ 
cal life of this community his place 
cannot be filled. 

It is said that the legal complica¬ 
tions which will follow the recent de¬ 
cision declaring Crystal Lake, a

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THE VALUE OF LENT 

From a Liberal Standpoint, by 
Rev. A. L. Hudson 


Rev. A del bo rt Latlirop Hudson In 
introducing a series of Lenten Ser¬ 
mons at (.'banning Church Inst Sun¬ 
day morning, considered first the 
question why Unitarians, and others 
who range themselves with the liberal 
wing of the Christian Church, may fit¬ 
tingly and profitably recognize the 
religions value of the lenten period, 
notwithstanding their general dissent 
from the ecclesiastical significance at¬ 
tached to It by the churches known 
distinctively ns “Catholic,” whether 
Roman, Greek or Angel lean. 

Historically, he said, the observance 
of this period among the early Chris¬ 
tians was merely a continuation of the 
observance of the Jewish Passover. 
Gradually such observance came to 
be related to the Passion and death of 
Jesus; and when Christianity came to 
be adopted and naturalized by the Ro¬ 
man Emperor, Constantine, ecclesi¬ 
astical forms were prescribed which 
gave spectacular influence and au¬ 
thority to the priesthood, thus enhan¬ 
cing the Imperial power over the peo¬ 
ple. and at the same time reconcil¬ 
ing them to the absorption of their 
old time Vernal customs in the new. 
But among all Pagan peoples living 
in latitudes where there is a transi¬ 
tion period between the rigors of win¬ 
ter and the heat of summer, there 
had been from time immemorial a 
corresponding period of fasting com¬ 
bined with religious ceremonies adapt¬ 
ed to their owl particular forms of 
worship. When Romanized Christi¬ 
anity came Into contact with these 
various customs it did not try to abol¬ 
ish them. It merely appropriated 
them and merged them in its own. 
Thus the very words, "Lent” and 
"Easter," reveal to us such a merging 
of the lenten customs of our Teutonic 
ancestors, the worshippers of the god¬ 
dess, Oestra. 

The question is a very obvious one, 
what genuine Interest can there be in 
any sort of observance of “Lent” for 
men and women who have discarded 
its ecclesiastical forms, and have out¬ 
grown the supernatural sanctions for 
them with their ancient background 
of Pagan fear and superstition? So 
far as it involves a period of spring 
fasting, to the extent at least of eat¬ 
ing less hearty food at this season of 
the year,—that has become for most 
people outside the “Catholic” church¬ 
es merely a matter of common sense 
and proper dietetics. Meanwhile the 
feeling is growing that religion Is not 
and should not be a matter of times 
and seasons, but something of univer¬ 
sal application to human life, in its 
every day activities and needs. The 
honest Christian should have the 
principles of his religion in mind not 
merely during the prescribed forty 
days of Lent, but throughout the en¬ 
tire 366 days of the present year. Nev¬ 
ertheless the preacher said It seemed 
to him that there were three good rea¬ 
sons why Christian people should con¬ 
tinue to recognize the special religious 
value of this lenten period, whatever 
changes have already come, or may 
hereafter arise in theological beliefs. 

1. The first of these is psycholog¬ 
ical and Is only of incidental value in 
connection with tlie other two, viz. 
that physical conditions do have a 
marked influence on mental states. 
Scientifically speaking a period of 
fasting, enforced by moral self-con¬ 
trol, is always conducive to what is 
called '•Spiritual” activity. There¬ 
fore. witho.it reference to the exact 
limitation of lime, which is purely ar¬ 
bitrary. this lenten period of physical 
transition, furnishes a most favorable 
time for serious meditation upon the 
things of the spirit. 

2. In the second . place everyone 
recognizes the moral value of anni¬ 
versary days, whether personal, politi¬ 
cal or religious. We never do. as a 
matter of fact, place ihe same empha¬ 
sis at ail times, on the important 
things. Hence the great value of 
anniversary occasions to confirm and 
strengthen our personal affections, 
quicken our patriotism, and arouse 
our religious consciousness. Now 
these days which precede and lead up 
to the time of the Old Jewish I’ass- 
over are the anniversary of the death 
upon the cross of the founder of the 
Christian religion and of the days, so 
full of meaning, which just preceded. 
They are filled with memories and 
thoughts and life lessons which are 
of deepest significance to every one 
who believes in Christianity as hav¬ 
ing any vital power among men. It 
is therefore a time which not only 
permits but even demands a special 
emphasis upon the deepest realities of 
religion. 

3. The third reason, following 
closely in line with the second, grows 
out of the well recognized power of 
concentrating the thought of people 
on one common theme with one com¬ 
mon purpose. Today the whole Chris¬ 
tian world is with more or less of 
earnest ness turning its thoughts to 
the deep significance of the closing 
Incidents In ihe life of Jesus. Out of 
deference to 'he people of Catholic 
communions, social activities are in 
large measure intermitted, so that 
people may give themselves without 
distractiim to 1 lie consideration of re¬ 
ligious themes. 

Liberal Christians, it Is true, are 
inclined to emphasize the ethical and 
philanthropic applications of religion 
to the world’s practical needs; but 
they realize the necessity of cultivat¬ 
ing the spiritual dynamic which gives 
force and ellldemy to these practical 
forms of expression of religious truth. 
The church, in short, is a place where 
power is generated through the awak¬ 
ening and strengthening of religious 
consciousness, in order tliut, lutor on, 
this power may he distributed to sup¬ 
ply the world's most practical and 
vital needs. 

With this purpose in view Mr. Hud¬ 
son asked lib congregation during 
these lenten Sundays to reconsider 
with him some of the old themes grow¬ 
ing out of ihe closing incidents lit the 
life of Jesus. 

• * * * 

The first theme to be tints consider¬ 
ed is that of "The Precious Oinlnimit." 
is a simple Incident. While Jesus 


and his disciples arc at supper as 
guests of Simon, the leper, a woman 
who was a sinner (Mary Magdalene! 
entered and, breaking an alabaster 
cruse of exceedingly precious olnt- j 
me»t, poured it over his head and feet, ] 
according to the oriental custom of 
annotating princes of high degree for 
burial, In the story ns told by St. 
John, Judas Iscariot, the treasurer of 
the twelve disciples, who carried the 
money bag. murmured against the 
woman, exclaiming In substance: 
"Why was all this waste? This oint¬ 
ment is very costly. It might have 
been sold for three hundred shillings 
and given to the poor.” The evangel¬ 
ist assumes that this was said, not in 
sincerity because he cared for the 
poor, but because he wished an op¬ 
portunity to stenl a portion nt least 
of the three hundred shillings. The 
inference does not seem necessarily 
warranted. It does not follow that 
because he afterwards proved a trai¬ 
tor he was necessarily a thief. It was 
simply the attitude of a calculating 
and cautious man. a man chnrged with 
the financial responsibility for their 
little communal company. And by the 
other Gospels it appears that the 
other disciples were in sympathy with 
him. In fact. I think at first blush 
we should be rather inclined to take 
the same point of view, that it was 
rather a needless waste; this was a 
poor lit lie company of people who 
were trying to usher In God’s king¬ 
dom. incidentally doing what they 
could to relieve the distress of the 
poor; here was a large sum, three 
hundred shillings, amounting in our 
coin today to about fifty dollars, but 
with a purchasing power of many 
times that amount in those days. The 
savings of a long series of years were 
used to aimotnt the head and feet of 
Jesus. Why this waste? It was un¬ 
necessary. He, upon whom had been 
poured out the baptism of the Holy 
Spirit, upon whom the blessing of 
Heaven had descended in the sym¬ 
bolism of a dove, who had beard the 
voice of God the Father, saying, "This 
is my wellbeloved son"—he needed 
no spikenard, no precious ointment 
poured over him in order to annoiiu ■ 
him for burial. Moreover, it seemed 
a vulgar ostentation to use this 
amount of wealth which as Judas 
said, and as the other disciples joined 
with him in saying, might have been 
used for the benefit of the poor—sim¬ 
ply ttt pour out in this lavish, extra¬ 
vagant way. 

Such, however, was not the thought 
of Jesus. This was the thought of 
men who were looking only from the 
side of practical utility. But to Jesus 
there was something infinitely pre¬ 
cious in the act, in the very sacrifice 
In it, in the thought that this woman 
had taken all she had in the world to 
buy this ointment to use for this pur¬ 
pose. It was the power of noble, true, 
inspiring sentiment, and the lesson 
lie sought to convey to their minds 
was that there is a usefulness in life 
in the power of sentiment which can¬ 
not be measured by dollars and cents 
or by any standard of practical utility. 
Here was this woman, who had stood 
with the ring of her accusers about 
her. they who had brought her to 
Jesus in order to tempt him into the 
cruelty of having her stoned to death 
under the law, or else into violating 
tlie law of Moses that offenders such 
as she should be so punished. And 
he had raised the question in the 
minds of these, her accusers, of their 
right as moral beings to cast the first 
stone. ’Let him who Is without sin 
be the first executioner.'' When one 
by one they had gone out from that 
presence, confessing by their silence 
iheir own sin. Jesus himself turned 
to her. having redeemed her life, her 
body, from destruction, and spoke the 
words that were to her the redemp¬ 
tion of her soul: "Neither do I con¬ 
demn thee; go. sin no more.” 

Now in this lavish tribute of hers 
he saw what was in the spirit of the 
woman. She knew that all about him 
there was a cabal of those who were 
seeking to destroy mm—the elders, 
the Pharisees, those who had been re¬ 
buked by his teachings, were seeking 
first to create an atmosphere of accu¬ 
sation, then In the name of the law 
to have him crucified as a blasphemer 
and a malefactor. 

Therefore when the disciples mur¬ 
mured at the act of t lie woman 
Jesus replied, “Let her alone she hath 
done wlmt she could." hi fact what 
could she do? She could not go to 
these men and say, "This is all wrong: 
the man who has saved my soul and 
given me niv opportunity to become n 
true and honest woman, to live my 
life in harmony with the idea of our 
infinite Father, this man is not a 
guilty culprit ; this man who has done 
this thing for me is not guilty of the 
things you accuse him of. He is not 
subverting religion: he does not de¬ 
serve death.” What good would it 
have do ik '! Why. those self-com¬ 
placent Pharisees would simply have 
said. "This is the sort of advocate that 
comes to plead for tins malefactor. 
Like nuiBier. like convert: it is that 
kind of people he has consorted with." 
It would have done no good. There 
was in fnct only one man in all Pal¬ 
estine who could have prevented the 
death of Jesus; that man was Pilate, 
the Roman Governor, and in* washed 
Ids hands of it. He declared over and 
over again. "I find no fault in Mils 
mull.” but still he was too timeserv¬ 
ing, he lacked the moral courage to 
say, "'Tills tiling shall not go on; 
this man is not guilty.” Hut ho said. 
"No, I have no interest in the dispute 
of tin* religious fanatics of this lund; 
all I want is to gather icvemna for 
Konn* and have an easy, comfort aide 
lime.” So he said. "Von may lake 
Min and crucify him if you wish; I 
wash my hands of the whole mat ter." 
No. slip could not have saved him by 
any importunity There was nothing 
she could do. Sin* could not come 
and condole with him atnd say. “I am 
so sorry they don’t understand you; 
that they don't realize whut a good 
and noble teacher you have been and 
how much you have done for me.” 
That would have been weak, trivial, 


foolish. AH she could do was to say, 
“All 1 have in the world I will use to 
anoint his head and feet as 1 would 
the greatest prince in the world, and 
no prince or potentate deserves it 
more than this man. Nothing is too 
good for him.” And so the waste of 
all this precious ointment came out of 
the sentiment of a noble heart that 
was (rue and loyal. And that senti¬ 
ment, Jesus said, is worth more than 
the three hundred Millings that the 
ointment might have been sold for. 
That sentiment underlies nil life; it 
Is wlmt makes life, manhood, woman¬ 
hood, civilization, worth white; it is 
the power of true and noble senti¬ 
ment. That Is the groat lesson that 
our generation needs to learn today. 
We need to realize in this time of 
money power that true, pure, inspir¬ 
ing sentiment has a value in life 
which cannot be measured in terms of 
wealth; it can only be measured in 
terms of life. It is the deepening of 
that consciousness in our hearts that 
the thought of Jesus should inspire 
today. The power of noble, true lofty 
Christian sentiment is worth more for 
modern life than all the wealth it has 
accumulated, all the progress it has 
made, nil the ambitions that it cher¬ 
ishes. 

And there is still another lesson 
which Jesus had in mind when he 
said. “She hath done wlmt she could.” 
And that is this: What she had done, 
whether it was wise, whether it was 
prudent, whether it was necessary, 
whether it was well done or not, was 
done with good intentions. She put 
into it the faithful, true intent of an 
honest heart. 

This is something also that we need 
to recognize—that good intentions 
have their value in this world regard¬ 
less of their accomplishment. 1 real¬ 
ize that in saying this I strike against 
the inherited prejudice inspired by 
one of our oldest adages, one more 
heard in my boyhood than today, be¬ 
cause at that time (he place of eternal 
torment was more spoken of and be¬ 
lieved in; but still the adage has crept 
into the literature of our modern life 
that “Hell is paved with good inten¬ 
tions.” Now, there is undoubtedly a 
meaning behind that adage which is 
true. In so far as it has reference to 
those good intentions which are given 
as excuses for failure to do tilings by 
the man upon whom devolves some 
duty which lie neglects and afterwards 
says, "Well, 1 really intended to do it, 
but something more important came 
up and it went out of my mind;" or 
"1 was busy with a great number of 
little things, and so I forgot It, but I 
really intended to do it.” 

1 have no doubt that the worst place 
which can be conceived of in the uni¬ 
verse might well be paved with in¬ 
tentions which are only used ns ex¬ 
cuses for failure to do one’s duty. 
That does not express, however, all 
the range of good intentions. How 
many of the things we undertake In 
life fail of accomplishment notwith¬ 
standing our honest, true Intent and 
earnest efforts to fulfill the thing that 
was in our heart 1 

Now, the thing I want to say to you, 
my people, is that the things we do 
with honest purpose, no matter how 
they fail, register in the Book of Life 
something which is worth while, 
something that makes life nobler and 
stronger, just because we did cherish 
that good intention, and because we 
tried to fulfill it. Let no one ever feel 
discouraged or defeated or cast down 
because his good intentions have 
failed to find ultimate expression in 
realized fact. The cherishing of no¬ 
ble impulse is in itself a victory: for 
it helps to realize that greatest of all 
earthly achievements: the making of 
a human soul. 

it is this, 1 think, that Browning 
means to say in the words of “Rabbi 
t Ben Ezra.” 

"For thence.—a paradox 

Which comforts while ii mocks— 
Shall life succeed in that it seems to 
fail; 

What I aspired to be. 

And was not, comforts me.” 

That is it. The thing we try with 
honest purpose to do, the thing we 
have sought with true intent to be, 
let that be our comfort even when 
our best efforts have failed. That 
honest intention in God’s sight is often 
far more excellent than the things 
which in the world’s view have suc¬ 
ceeded but without such high intent. 

■ But, more than this, we do not a I- 
(ways know when our good intentions 
‘fail and when they reach success. If 
we could see with the omniscient eye 
if we could know what the infinite 
knows, we should often smile at our 
discouragements and disappointments 
in life, because our good intentions 
had somehow gone astray; for we 
should find that beyond tlie reach of 
1 our present knowledge these good in- 
i nit Ions had wrought out results on- 
known to us, but which in the pro¬ 
cesses of infinite law had found their 
true place ill the divine plan, 

The story of "the weaver” told in 
the beautiful poem bearing that mime 
well illustrates iny i bought. As he 
sat at Hie loom, working on the re¬ 
verse side and following faithfully the 
pattern placed before him. he saw on 
his side of the loom only masses of 
color that were ragged In their out¬ 
line. unsightly, discouraging, disap¬ 
pointing. ami ill a moment of heart¬ 
breaking grief he laments the failure 
of Ills good intentions and holiest pur¬ 
pose. Then God lets him look from 
the other side, where he sees the re¬ 
mit of all his work. Looking from 
that side, the discouraged weaver 
found the pattern all complete, Its col¬ 
ors perfect, every thread in place. 
And we may be very sure tliut wlmt- 
i* \t-r ibreads we work into the warp 
and woof of life wiili holiest, true in¬ 
tent, will In God’s sight form a perfect 
paitern. 

The -amt* thought Is expressed in 
h< story of two Alpine truvelers coin¬ 
ing down one evening juai at sunset 
tom the W’engeru Alp Into the Lnu- 
irilnuunrn Valley, facing that gnat 
wail oi sheer rock a mile in length 
and a thousand feet or more In height, 
when a;, they came along the winding 
pathway down the mountain side they 
heard si rains of music more beautiful 
Ilian they had ever heard before. It 
see tiled celestial in ils harmony ami 
fineness. There was no sediment uf 
sound, no harshness, tun ll serine t iih 
though a choir of invisible iiugrls 
were singing praises to tin* Lord. As 
they followed further down tin* ,mid¬ 
way tin* sounds became more dlMlm.l 
and less cihcreu), until at last a> ihe 
foot of tlie pathwuy i hey foil ml an 


old Alpine bugler with a wooden horn, 
his cap outBtretched for aims. The | 
celestial sounds had vanished; thoro 
was Just a blare of noise. One of tho 
travellers was a trained musician and 
there was one thing that he noticed: 
those rough, crude, blaring notes had 
been sounded true. The bugler had 
struck the first, third and fifth of the 
scale with absolute accuracy. And 
God's great Alpine rock had taken up 
those honest notes, and, repeating 
them from height to height, and trans¬ 
formed them into aublimest harmony. 

Even so we may find cpmfort in the 
thought that, however crude nnd im¬ 
perfect may seem tho outward ex¬ 
pressions of our noblest motives if they 
sound true to the listening ear of in¬ 
finite love and wisdom, they will not 
fail to find their fitting place among 
tiie larger harmonies of life.

THE WEST NEWTON DAY NUR¬ 
SERY. 

First Annual Report, 1907—1908. 

In presenting tho first annual re¬ 
port to the friendH of tho West New¬ 
ton Day Nursery, It may be well to 
review briefly the Htopa taken in 
forming the organization. 

Although some threo years ago 
there waa an effort made by one of 
tho preBent members to arouse Inter¬ 
est in such a work, not until Janu¬ 
ary. 1907, was tho actual step taken 
that brought people together to learn 
of this work in other places as well 
as the needs of our own locality, and 
lo formulate some plnn for the re¬ 
lief of those needs. 

The middle of February auw the 
first meeting, constitution and by- 
la wb having been drawn up and com¬ 
mutes appointed. Search was then 
made for a nullable house in a cen- 
trnl locality, and one almost ideal in 
both requirements waa secured. Al¬ 
though this houso was well adapted 
to the work of the Nursery and also 
as a centre for neighborhood work, 
many changes had to bo made be¬ 
fore it was habitable. Three month's 
rent was allowed by Ihe owner, and 
In addition $200 war appropriated for 
inside repairs from Ihe funds raised 
by the finance committee. TIiIb did 
not cover all it seemed necessary to 
do, and a gift of additional repairs 
was made by one of the officers, giv¬ 
ing a background both atractive and 
sanitary. $100 was then voted for 
furniture, and the officers were able 
to make a very fortunate purchase; 
but tho entire furnishings of the ma¬ 
tron's room, all of the cribs and their 
furnishings in the two crib-rooms, 
Ihe windows-shades for rho house, 
linoleum for the floors, pictures, kind¬ 
ergarten tables and chairs, dishes, 
toys, many of the kitchen furnish¬ 
ings, and articles too numerous for 
individual mention, but for which the 
Nursery takes this opportunity of 
thanking its friends, were given and 
put In place, making it possible to 
engage a matron early in April, and 
to follow this a week later with an 
opening reception, that generous 
friends might see what progress had 
been made. 

While the repairs were under way 
and the house was being furnished, 
three meetings of tho organization 
were held, at which members of the 
visiting committee gave reports of 
the work being done In the various 
Boston nurseries, and in those in 
Brookline, East Boston, and Cam¬ 
bridge. These reports were extreme¬ 
ly interesting, and gave valuable 
help. The officers feel under deep ob¬ 
ligations to the nurses mentioned, for 
the cordial reception given to visitors, 
and for the generous suggestions that 
made so much easier the starting of 
the new sister Nursery. 

While the problems of no two lo¬ 
calities are the same, the wisdom 
gained through years of experiment 
and growth, by trained workers, is 
a moat valuable asset for any young. 
Inexperienced organization. 

To those unacquainted with nursery 
work in other places, the number of 
committees and the number serving 
on each may seem unnecessarily 
large; but. the experience of others 
has shown that lhis Is wise, if the 
work Is to be well known, well man¬ 
aged. and well supported. 

The Finance Committee took upon 
it shoulders the task of raising the 
money for the first years work. 

The visiting Committee has made 
itself familiar with the daily work of 
ihe Nursery, has supplied many ar¬ 
ticles needed furnished entertainment 
ut the monthly mother’s meetings 
brought outside friends lo sec the 
Nursery, and given a report at the 
monthly meetings of the orglnizatlon 
for the benefit of other committees. 

The Investigation Committee has, 
in conjunction with the matron, 
looked into each case applying at 
the Nursery, and used its beat judge¬ 
ment In accepting or refusing such 
applications. The Nursery never in¬ 
tends to encourage laziness, to sup¬ 
port the unworthy, or to take chil¬ 
dren who can be properly looked 
after at home. 

Tho Auxiliary Committee of young 
women has given invaluable aid In 
sewing, in visiting nt 1 lie Nursery in 
connection with tho regular monthly 
visitor, In furnishing tho club-room, 
and In raising additional money for 
tho use of the new Comnilitee on 
neighborhood work. This last-men¬ 
tioned committee, which is but a few 
weeks old, is made up largely of 
members of the Auxiliary Commit tee, 
and hopes through clubs and classes 
lo reach many of Ihe older girls be¬ 
yond nursery age. A dnitc’ng class 
of twelve little girls from ten to 
fourteen years old meets on Tuesday 
afternoons during tho winter, and a 
club of young women has just been 
formed, that elects for the present 
dramatic reading. With the Nursery 
limans a centre, it is hoped (hat the 
neighborhood work will spread out 
in many directions during the coming 
year. 

The Nursery has also been uble, 
through the generosity of a friend, to 
euguge a cooking teacher from the 
Homo Cooking Club, and offer, to ihe 
Nursery mothers and some of the 
older daughters a lesson every 
Thursday evening dtiling the winter. 
The class lias been well attended, 
and much interest lias been shown. 

As will be aeon from the table of 
statistics, the Nursery has been open 
for work only eight months, but dur¬ 
ing that time fifty different families 
have been helped. Theso represent an 
aggregate attendance of 2,088. The 
numbers have varied from day to day 
and from mouth to mouth, as bus 
also t ho proportion of white anti 
colored children. While Hie average 
for tho eight months is only ten chil¬ 
dren a day, tho average for Decem¬ 
ber was twelve, and will be consider¬ 
ably lurger for January. 1008. us the 
matron's books show that during the 
first fourteen days of January the 
Nursery cured for 247 children 201 
of these being while, and 40 colored. 

This Bleudy growth, the pleasant 
relalion existing between the niutrou 
and tho mothers, tho many cases that 
have come lo light where help wus 
sadly needed, and the good tliut'lms 
been gained by members of the orga¬ 
nization, In their better knowledge 
of conditions hero In their own com¬ 
munity. give cause for gratitude thut 
the work lias been started, and Justi¬ 


fy a hope and belief that it will con¬ 
tinue to be supported.

This is high praise, but the little 
actors deserve it. Indeed! The only 
fault to be found with them was their 
excessive modesty concerning their 
work. Nowadays this fault is a vir¬ 
tue. hut it truly seemed a Spartan 
virtue to the audience, who. after hav¬ 
ing witnessed the struggles of. It 
seemed, living, breathing men and 
women, could persuade neither Faust 
nor Mephistopheles nor Margaret to 
speak concerning their parts.

REGENT LECTURE BY PROF. CHARLES ZUEBLIN 


t Com limed from last work) 
li does not mnke any difference 
what opinion any of us have til regard 
to the organization of labor, we may 
have to discuss that, I must urge up¬ 
on you Ural now. unless people know 
enough to organize industrially they 
do not know enough to do anything 
else In public life. So whatever peo¬ 
ple may do through Industrial orga¬ 
nizations. even though they do it im¬ 
perfectly, is promise of what is com¬ 
ing out of it. Another epoch Is the 
appearance of a hook. The book we 
all read may seem to he only tlie 
product of the time, it may be for¬ 
gotten in other greater movements. 
Henry George's "Progress and Pover¬ 
ty” appeared in 1879. There are not 
very many single taxers: the follow¬ 
ers of Henry George are very ardent 
and useful citizens. You have an ex¬ 
tremely useful organization In Boston, 
which Is impelled by this economic 
philosophy. But at the same time we 
are not considering the single lax 
philosophy, not even the very beauti¬ 
ful personality of Henry George, hut. 
we are considering the title of that 
book. Not until the people of Amer¬ 
ica read that book did they dream 
that there could be any relation be¬ 
tween progress and poverty. There 
will be poverty accompanying prog¬ 
ress. the more progress proably the 
more the poverty, or at least a more 
consplcious poverty. The peoule are 
not enlightened, cannot see the point 
of Mr. George: it is magnificent in its 
power of criticism it stirred the read¬ 
ing public and will continue to stir it 
because the book is not yet dead. 
Another event that 1 want to men¬ 
tion. is perhaps even less palpable 
and you may be at liberty to disa¬ 
gree with regard to my interpretation. 
On the 4th of .May 1SS6, there oecured 
in Chicago the Haymnrket outrage. 
Bombs or anarchist meetings and 
lives of police were sacrificed. There 
were vengeance upon the lives of cer¬ 
tain anarchists whom we hung. We 
do not know to this day whether we 
hung the right men or not. but we 
hung them sufficiently. It marks a 
very painful period, a very shameful 
period tn the life of Chicago. Not 
merely shameful because we allowed 
anarchists to breed in Chicago, but 
rather shameful because they were al¬ 
lowed the conditions which made an¬ 
archists to breed in Chicago. Char¬ 
tists movement in rlngUmd similar to 
our outbreaks. There is no smoke with¬ 
out fire. We had seen something for 
sometime in Chicago before 1S86, but 
we could not believe there could be 
any fire but in this great and new 
growing city we were booming how 
could anybody be discontented. - these 
ignorant foreigners coming over here 
holding meetings in attics and cellars 
expressed their discontent which is 
absolutely transplanted and has no 
relationship to our free institutions. 
We were ignorant if ihese until the 
Hayniarket outrage and we have never 
been ignorant of them since. In 
Patterson they still believe you can 
put your foot on a furnace and keep 
it down but we know in Chicago when 
we see smoke we know there is fire. 
It may be due to the negligence on 
the part of respectable citizens and 
although we still have them it is 
known as a radical city not because 
it has anarchists who continue to pro- 
pogate their doctrines, but because we 
allowed the outbreak of these anar¬ 
chists, and without eudeavoring to 
go at the source of their troubles. 

But 1 want to call your attention 
now to another book, a book of local 
origin and a book of even wider in¬ 
fluence in some ways than Henry 
George's.- Bellamy’s "Looking Back¬ 
ward.” it Is desirable thut every gen¬ 
eration have its Utopia; it is the mis¬ 
sion of Mr. Wells in the English 
speaking world today. It Is well to 
listen. It is a poor kind of poverty- 
stricken epoch from the spiritual 
standpoint which does not have some 
Utopians, and to make the people, as 
your own prophet says, “hitch your 
wagon to a star,” to see so far ahead 
that you cannot hope to realize it, but 
will at least learn to recognize that 
you must not stand here idle all day. 
Bellamy’s book had a wider reading 
by more oi less people in this country, 
it at least sounded ihe note of hope, 
it told us to look up and believe in 
ourselves. A greater socialist than 
Bellamy William Morris in his “News 
from Nowhere" against looking back¬ 
ward. He said it was loo mechani¬ 
cal and he wrote much more beaut it in 
picture of the American people who 
nearly always despised said people 
who do noi believe in their country in 
limes of peace were awakened for a 
time from their lethargy until they 
might see a vision perhaps of not 
wlmt country might be. blit would sug¬ 
gest vision of what they themselves 
ought to see, what iln* country ought 
to be. Let us see something of what, 
is gathering here then came a very 


happy contribution from across the 
seas of our present distinguished am¬ 
bassador. Bryce’s "American Com¬ 
monwealth.' Not much soeinl re¬ 
form In that except in the Tweed 
chapter, which was cut out of the sec¬ 
ond edition: hut It was a very valu¬ 
able contribution to American life at 
that time, it summed us all up ns we 
were in the nineteenth century. But 
may I remind you of this significant 
fact, that was a conirihulIon of an 
Englishman, telling us what we were 
like better than we knew ourselves. 
Do you suppose we would have list¬ 
ened in 18tl5 and 1875. When it came 
it wns easily read. .Of course It can¬ 
not be said that very ninny Americans 
have rend It. hut they have hail it sec¬ 
ond or third hand until we have lind 
a spiriting up and a respect for our 
selves which of course has frequent¬ 
ly passed into familiar American van¬ 
ity which is likely to result from any 
such expedient. 

Social reform is the product of 
idleness, agitation and discontent. 
You can get a great reformer coming 
out and lending the people, but he can 
never lead the people as he wants 
them led, it never can be done, until 
the people are ripe for It. Your great 
reformer can never lend the people 
to the promised land until they are 
ready to go. They make him. not he 
them. And yet after all there Is a 
mission for the people of cultivation, 
the people of wisdom, the people of 
opportunity, and that is largely in 
civic progress. Civic progress is the 
result, as I said, of prosperity, leisure 
and culture. Now of course those 
people who are more interested in so¬ 
cial reform will feel that there is a 
distinct drop here from the sublime 
to the petty, and that we must not 
spend much of our time hoping thnt 
the product of prosperity, leisure and 
culture will give us much guidance. 
They are not the kind thnt are giving 
guidance. In American life in the 
80’s and the beginning of the 90’s no 
American stopped long enough had 
acquired enough leisure to even think 
about anything. Occasionally there 
had been of course young women 
from the leisure classes or leisure 
families who had some opportunity 
before that time, but the time was not 
ripe for their service. Now as time 
grows ripe, they are not only capable 
of giving of their services to the pub¬ 
lic, they have acquired some leisure 
out of their prosperity, some of these 
who enjoyed this leisure on the pros¬ 
perity of *80 and ’90 spent It in the 
library course of the art galleries of 
Europe. It is very familiar product 
of new leisure to spend it ill the de¬ 
velopment of oneself, and one says 
that he dwells with these great 
spirits of the past, communes with the 
masters but still there is a saving 
remnant out of these who enjoy leisure 
of prosperity who feel called to social 
service. But those who felt the call 
to social service in the ’80s did not 
know where to turn. They knew they 
must not stay in the libraries, but 
where should they go to give service 
to the people. How are we to deal 
with the problem: we do not know. 
But there came this change of the 
message across the water, read 
Mr. Byrce what he said of us, 
but we learned what the Eng¬ 
lish people were doing. You must 
not forget Great Britain is not 
only our mother, but she is our 
mother of Industrial movements. She 
is mother of the world in that re¬ 
spect. having become mistress, of the 
seas, having developed the industrial 
resolution, the mother of modern 
capitalistic system. The mother 
country had for a hundred years been 
developing these tilings. And so 
when these young people of the 80's 
looked about to see where they might 
cast their services they discovered in 
Great Britain many things, such as 
factory legislation, compulsory edu¬ 
cation, various fundamental tilings 
tha have more to do with social re¬ 
form than either subject, but within 
our field they discovered charity or¬ 
ganization, social settlements, and 
university extension and everyone of 
those movements so familiar in this 
country today was picked up and 
transplanted bodily with almost no 
va lint ion until we had accomodated, 
acclimated him to service-ability. 
You have a better charity organiza¬ 
tion than von can find in London, but 
I do not know how many years it 
might have taken if you had not the 
example in London. Philanthropic 
and benevolent organizations had 
their charities and different people 
in different Hines had left Utile be¬ 
quests to this, that or the other tiling, 
which happened to touch their sym¬ 
pathies at some time or other.- re¬ 
forms. cats, or anything they en- ] 
joyed for all time, aud till of these 
things crossed purposes in an inex¬ 
tricable way and made more trouble j 
than they ever cured.

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story. But do not forget our debt to 
the (’hnrity organization Society of 
London, one of the most tuechnuical 
ones of pseudoscientific bad kinds 
of charity organization societies but 
the mother of them all none the loss 

So with the social settlements. 1 
think that l am not immodest in say¬ 
ing that I believe we have in Uhl cage 
the greatest social settlement lit tin* 
world. I do not see anything in Eu¬ 
rope or America comparable with 
Hull House. All these settlements go 
back to Toynbee Hull, ami .lane 
Addams who from lu*r earliest girl¬ 
hood had felt that when she could 
she must give her life to the people, 
went to London and studied Toynbee 
Hall and Oxford House to learn how 
to give her life to the people, she 
came and established in Chicago the 
very modest beginnings as soon as 
she could. In London they did not 
bear any comparison with Hull 
House, but we would never have had 
Hull House If it had not been for 
Toynbee Hall. 

I was a graduate student at Yale 
when we began to be interested in 
our own Toynbee and settlement in 
this country and going abrond as a 
student immediately after. I naturally 
went fts all young men and women 
did to see the English settlements, 
took the fever came back to Chicago 
to establish our settlement just after 
Hull House. We got a little plant 
out in the northwest side. Boles, Scan¬ 
dinavians, a more congested district 
than where Hull House Is located. 
We opened our settlement, got out 
announcements, and offered every¬ 
thing free. In a time we had n small 
boys’ club and an incipenl kinder¬ 
garten, and after several years resi¬ 
dence have learned something of what 
it means to establish a settlement, 
gone through nil the painful experi¬ 
ence, but we actually tried to pick up 
a settlement and literature and see 
If they would not grow, so directly 
did we go in (he source of inspiration. 
Similarly with University Extension; 
yon are familiar with university ex¬ 
tension. I do no know how often 
you may pay proper tribute 
to the scource of that in Ox¬ 
ford and Cambridge. University of 
Cambridge established Ihe University 
lecture in the late GO's and beginning 
of the 70’s and 80’s, 12 lectures to 
women’s clubs and working men. 
Oxford in *85 made It more popular 
by offering six lectures one! populari¬ 
zation of university extension nearly 
twenty years after attracted atten¬ 
tion of America and we started in 
by importing English lectures and 
that whole movement. Professor 
Moulton is still in Chicago and 
periodically lectures here. We Im¬ 
ported the whole scheme even to the 
syllabus and travelling library and 
the class and the papers and the ex¬ 
aminations and the records the cred¬ 
its. everything we tried to. We were 
a little disappointed at first. I re¬ 
member Professor Moulton telling 
us of the first school in America, Wil¬ 
mington. Delaware, after poring it 
out with enthusiasm born of (his 
mission of his he gave opportunity 
for the opening of the discussion and 
asking of questions. Nobody budged. 
(Shut In sign of interest, peculiarly 
American method of receiving lec¬ 
ture.) An old lady in the back of the 
hall arose, and his face beamed, ‘here 
are the beginnings now of what we 
have established hi England.’ “You 
would like to ask a 0116811011 ?” “I 
should like to know the proper way 
of pronouncing ‘fanatic’ That was 
the beginning of University Exten¬ 
sion. 

Then we thought we were going out 
as missionaries to the workingmen, to 
carry the gospel of culture to ihe un¬ 
lettered and the unwashed, and we 
went out with our new born enthu¬ 
siasm to tell the workingmen what 
they missed by not being In the uni¬ 
versity. They did not seem to care 


anything about it at nil. And some 
of us who had been peculiarly sym¬ 
pathetic and had more or less ex¬ 
perience In the course of time have 
learned occasionally how to address 
workingmen, to get acquainted and 
interest thenu for the most part we 
have had to fall back on the educated 
people, and content ourselves with 
them. Wo have discovered that their 
needs arc pretty serious. But if you 
will go to New York City, which 1 
hope even you do occasionally, you 
will find there the greatest extension 
public education in the world in the 
Free Lecture System. Over a million 
people Inst year hi the public school 
houses the city listening to the 
j messages that are brought to them In 
the plaees and through a medium 
that they can understand. We can 
take that message and say wo have 
shown you how to develope school 
extension, but we never would have 
done it possibly If we had not gone 
through the process os assimilating 
this experience. Find we have bor¬ 
rowed every incident from England 
So are your people of the Sfl’s and 
90*8 imbued with the spirit of social 
service simply did their best to trans¬ 
plant ihe experience of the older 
country until we have gradually 
learned some of our own ways. What 
Is the meaning of the whole thing. 
Civic progress is the result of an un¬ 
conscious but actual democracy, a 
growing democracy. I speak that 
word with bn Led breath, democracy 
Is not popular today. These are days 
of plutocracy, or perhnps of aristo¬ 
cracy of culture; these are days of 
the good*old native stock who are re¬ 
senting the invasion of this country 
by the people from the old country. 
Massachusetts Is becoming a foreign 
state, ami its old traditions of Purit¬ 
anism and Protestantism are fading 
before Catholicism. Its old Yankee 
stock is fading. Here we talk about 
democracy, the good old fashioned 
American does not know what you 
are talking about. Most of the great 
movements come from the masses 
and only subsequently does the flower 
if our civilization grasp them. So there 
Is a great wave of democracy sweeping 
through the country, and It only needs 
tlie machinery to enable It to express 
itself. When the people can talk, 
when people can go to school, have 
opportunity to express themselves, 
we can find there Is still democracy 
in this country and we may rejoice 
in it. tApplause) The young people 
of today and a smaller number of 
them in the few decades thut are 
just leaving uk because dlssatified 
with the social ambitions. They 
found that society offered them noth¬ 
ing. Its rewards were utterly illu¬ 
sory. There was conventionality and 
hypocrisy and sham in society. And 
so out of their revolt they learned 
that participation in the inasqps of 
the people, participating in the life 
of the masses, entering Into the life 
of the multitude, rather than of the 
exclusive society was the only source 
of life. Exclusive society means 
death, It means physical and spirit¬ 
ual death. Families die out and the 
spirit dies out. One must go back to 
the good heart of the people if one 
wants to find where the blood of civi¬ 
lization really throbs and Is pumped 
to its uttermost, edges. So people be¬ 
gan to hear the heart beating of the 
common people aud there they went 
to learn. They would share those 
things with the people but they 
learned also that from the people they 
will be instructed in democracy, in 
fraternity, and freedom of social ex¬ 
pression. There is no spontaneity 
in polite society. You do not allow 
yourself to express your feelings. 
You conceal yourself from your best 
friends; you go through life with a 
veneer about you that does not allow 
your soul to break out. You find the 
common people vulgar, aud they do

President's Message 

My flour Friend*,—1 am Bonding 
one meuHRge and ontronty to each 
one of lhe many State Federations 
whose kind invitations 1 have re¬ 
ceived at lhis time. I believe tlmi 
the moment has come for this word. 

I plead with you to drop lhe old idea 
which has prevailed so largely, that 
the Club' and Federation work la 
an incident, n happening, a passing 
plensuro or interest to be put on 
and off like a garment. I ask you 
lo look upon li in a new light, to 
regard it ns n real profession which 
has come to the women of tills gen¬ 
eration. 

President Faunce, of Brown Uni¬ 
versity, thus defines trade and pro¬ 
fession: "Trade is occupation for h 
livelihood, profession is occupation 
for service of the world.” 

We home women who make up 
lhe bulk of the Federal Ion workers 
have never had any profession. Why 
not establish one for ourselves? It 
need in no manner Interfere with our 
duties lo home and family. It may 
be distinct from our so-called society 
life. It should not make the slight¬ 
est difference in our devotion to 
church. It Is u separate and distinct 
obligation and pleasure, and may bo 
made by tis so fine and veritable, so 
sound and true, that it will become 
n mighty ami potent force in the 
building of the Stnte and nation. 

I take a moment of your time to 
set forth the curriculum necessary 
to attain a degree in this chosen pro¬ 
fession. The course of study pre¬ 
scribed Is represented by the stand¬ 
ing committees of the General Fed¬ 
eration of Women’s Clubs. Let us 
glance at the vital interests they rep¬ 
resent. 

Art.—Are there any public art 
works or possible opportunities of 
teaching genuine art to the children 
of Massachusetts? What is your con¬ 
tribution, as n State, toward making 
America nil artistic nation? 

Civics—Have you parks and pub¬ 
lic grounds In every city of Massa¬ 
chusetts? How about sanitation? 
Are there any measures taken to pre¬ 
vent tuberculosis? Many other ques¬ 
tions come tinder this head. 

Civil Service Reform.—Are the 
hei-pless and sick in your State under 
the care of trained and experienced 
assistants or at the mercy of political 
appointees? 

Education.—How many illiterates 
in your State? How about compulso¬ 
ry education law, truant laws, prop¬ 
er school-houses, women on school 
boards, etc? What is the condition 
of your rural schools? Let every 
club adopt one school and ntnke it 
their child. 

Forestry.—Is Massachusetts losing 
its friends and servants, the trees? 

Household Economics.—To make 
our work at home a science to be 
studied and loved instead of drudg¬ 
ery to be dreaded. To spread abroad 
the doclrine of good home-making 
through kitchen gardens, individual 
teaching, and cooking schools for the 
many who have no opportunities. 

Industrial and Child Labor.--How 
many child workers has Massachu¬ 
setts? What laws prevai? How are 
working-women paid and cared for? 
Many questions come under ibis 
head. 

Legislative.—Work for humane 
nda just legislation, indorsing every 
few measures and bending our efforts 
to enforcement of laws. 

Library Extension.—l-iow ninny 
free libraries in Massachusetts? How 
many needed to make ihe proper 
progress in intellectual growth? How 
may lonely people lacking the menus 
for obtaining the simplest reading 
matter? 

Literature.—Making our programs 
line and lmrnioiiius, genuine study, 
not only in our own language hut 
also of other tongues, so that we may 
rank with the women of foreign 
lands. 

Pure Food.—For the sake of our 
children mid children's children, ami 
for the saving of the ruoe. 

These are ihe branches of our new 
profession. Surely, every dub wo¬ 
man will find one in which she may 
become a Doctor of Philosophy. Tin* 
Profession of Club Woman? May it 
come to be a title so .proud that it 
slinl outrank royalty or pride of 
birth. May It be an inheritance to 
our children more precious than land 
or goid. May it mean to the world 
that a mighty company of earnest 
women are adding a profession to 
their lives—a real profession,—“Oc¬ 
cupation for service in the world/’ 

It is indeed a sincere regret that 
1 cannot accept your kind invitation 
to the meeting of the Federal Ion. I 
send my heart lost greetings and 
wishes for a successful and profit able 
session.

As the United States Civil 
Service Commission luis every futili¬ 
ty for furnishing promptly tin* re¬ 
quisite number of well-qualified ell- 
glliies by mentis of open competi¬ 
tive examinations, tiie only object of 
the non-compeiUlve provision seem* 
to l»e to make subject to Congres¬ 
sional patronage some l.mtii positions 
in Washington and some <10.000 posi¬ 
tions in other tmri« of the country. 

Hon Currol I) Wright, who had 
charge of taking the census of 1S!K). 
bus stuted that. If ihe force employed 
had been up pointed under the civil 
service rules, ul least $2,uou,uuu 


would have been Raved, and more 
thnn a year’s lime. 

In his flperlal ineRRage of January 
6, President Roosevelt ntrongly urges 
thru appointment h for ihe new cen¬ 
sus shall he made In accordance with 
the merit system. He protests vig¬ 
orously against the old method, say¬ 
ing:— 

"The non-com pell live examination 
used In Rejecting the force at Wash¬ 
ington of the last two censuses 
served only as a cloak to hide the 
nakedness of the spoils system. 

. Tiie taint of the spoils system 
will not merely hamper and delay 
Hie economical and efficient taking 
of the census, but will Impair the 
belief of the public in its honesty." 

Will not clubs and club women 
write at once to their Senators and 
Congressmen. protesting against 
those clnusea in tiie Census Bill III. 
R. 7597) which provide for the ap¬ 
pointment of the additional clerical 
force through competitive exami 
stead of through competitive exami¬ 
nations?

MRS. WALTON DEAD. 

Mrs. Electa N. L. Walton, one of the 
foremost club women of Massachu¬ 
setts. the wife of George A Walton, 
died on Sunday at her home on Chest¬ 
nut street. West Newton, after an ill¬ 
ness of about five weeks, from paraly¬ 
sis. 

Mrs. Walton was born in Water- 
town, N. Y.. on May 12, 1821, and 
wna ilie daughter of Martin Lincoln, 
a native of Cohnsset who later lived 
In Lancaster and then removed to 
New York State. Her mother was 
Susnn White Freeman. Mrs. Walton's 
marriage to George A, Walton look 
place In August. 1850. In Boston she 
hap been conspicuously prominent for 
her leadership In women's club affairs 
and, with the exception of Mrs. Julia 
Ward Howe, probably no one woman 
was better known among club women 
in Massachusetts. She was one of 
the founders and has always been a 
member and was vice president of 
the New England Women’s Club and 
at its meetings has taken an active 
part in consideration of the questions 
which have come before this well- 
known body of women. 

Mrs. Walton was the first presi¬ 
dent of the Federation of Newton 
Clubs, has belonged to the famous 
WIntergreen Club of Boston, in which 
Mrs. Howe and the late Mrs. Liver¬ 
more and virs. Dyer and such notnble 
women have been members. She was 
president of the West Newton Edu¬ 
cational Club, for twenty years and 
belonged to the Boston Equal Suffrage 
League and other organizations. For 
many years she has been a member 
of the First Unitarian Parish at West 
Newton and one of its most active 
workers, interested in all the affairs 
of the church. 

She was a warm advocate of wom¬ 
an’s suffrage and a leader in all pro¬ 
gressive movements in this city for 
the benefit of women and of human¬ 
ity. 

The Newton Equal Suffrage League 
was organized at a meeting held in 
Mrs. Walton’s home. 

Mrs. Walton Is survived by her hus¬ 
band and three children—VIrs. James 
R. Dunbar, wife of the well-known 
lawyer of the firm of Dunbar, Racke- 
manu & Brewster. Boston; Dr. 
George L. Walton of Marlboro street, 
and Miss Alice Walton, a member of 
the faculty of Wellesley College. 

Hundreds of friends filled the au¬ 
ditorium, of the First Unitarian 
Church. West Newton, on Tuesday 
morning, at the funneral services. In¬ 
cluded in the assembly were dele¬ 
gates from many of the women’s or¬ 
ganizations of which VIrs. Walton had 
been a member, among them being 
the Newton Federation of Women’s 
Clubs, the Boston Equal Suffrage 
League, the New England Women’s 
Club. The Wintergreen Club of Bos¬ 
ton. the West Newton Educational 
Club, the Stale Federation of Wom¬ 
en's Clubs and the several organiza¬ 
tions of the church. 

The service conducted by the pas¬ 
tor. Rev. Julian C. Jaynes was a sim¬ 
ple but Impressive one. Clarence 

G. Hamilton of Wellesley College 
officiated at the organ. For a pro¬ 
cessional he played several of *Mrs. 
Walton s favorite hymns, and the re¬ 
cessional was Chopin's "Marche Fun- 
ebre.’’ During the service the Men¬ 
delssohn Quartet sang ‘‘Eternal Good¬ 
ness." Beautiful Isle of Somewhere,” 
and "Lend Kindly Light.” 

There was a profusion of beautiful 
floral offerings, many of them from 
women's clubs throughout this vicini- i 
ty and most artistically arranged in 
tlie chancel. Mrs. Julia Ward Howe 
sent a large spray of white Easter lil¬ 
ies, the Newton federation of women’s 
clubs sent a magnificent spray of 
pinks and from Wellesley college so¬ 
cieties came palms and pinks. The 
West Newton Educational Club, of 
which Vfrs. Walton was the founder' 
sent 83 red roses, with while sweet 
peas hi a basket of green. 

The body was taken to VIt Auburn 
for cremation, after which burial was 
made in Lakeside comet ary in Wake¬ 
field. There were no bearers.

MRS. GREENE DEAD 


Mrs. Mary E. Greene, wife of Mr. 
Edward W. Greene, died suddenly 
Saturday n.'ter noon of heart trouble 
at her home, 190 Mt. Vernon street, 
Newtouville 

Mr. and Vlrs. Greene were prepar¬ 
ing to entertain during the evening 
the members of the Every Saturday 
club, of which Mr. Greene Is presi¬ 
dent, when .Mrs. Greene complained 
of feeling 111. She retired to her room 
and it was believed that after a short 
rest she would be better. She died 
within an hour. Mrs. Greene had 
spent part of the afternoon out of 
doors and had apparently been in her 
usual good health. She had suffered 
a slight attack of illness early in the 
week, but this was not serious. Her 
sudden death was a great shock to 
her many friends. 

.Mrs. Greene, the daughter of Aus¬ 
tin W. and Caroline A. Benton, was 
born In Boston on Dec. 7, 1846. In 
1867 she was married to Mr. Greene. 
After a three year's residence in 
Cambridge they removed to Newton- 
ville, where they have since lived. In 
1875 Vlrs. Greene, with her husband, 
united with the Central Congrega¬ 
tional church, then in its infancy, of 
which she has remained a distinguish¬ 
ed member, characterized by a rare 
and beautiful devotion to all its in¬ 
terests. 

During these years, when there 
have been born so many rival clai¬ 
mants for a woman’s time, she allowed 
nothing to come before her home and 
her church. Of a kind, sympathetic 
and hospitable nature, she was habit¬ 
ually generous to the point of self 
sacrifice. When in 1894 the Central 
Church established the office of 
deaconess Mrs. Greene was the first 
to be elected to the office. Mrs. 
Greene is survived by her husband 
and three sons, Edward and Raymond 
of Passaic, N. J. and Rev. Winthrop 
B. Greene of Philadelphia. 

The funneral took place at 2:30 
Tuesday afternoon at the family 
home. 

The service was conducted by Rev. 
Jay T. Stocking, pastor of the Cen¬ 
tral Congregai ional church, and there 
were many floral offerings, including 
a handsome tribute from the Every 
Saturday club. The bearers were 
her three sons, and three nephews, 
Austin, Corning and Joseph Benton.

MRS. ELECTA N. L. WALTON 


The club women of the Newtons, 
and. In fact, of greater Boston have 
fell a personal sense of loss this week 
in the death of Mrs. Elecla N. L. Wal¬ 
ton of West Newton. Seldom, if ever, 
lias there assembled such a company 
of representative persons as met at 
the West Newton Unitarian church 
on Tuesday morning to pay their last 
tribute to her memory. Tho profu¬ 
sion of lovely flowers, the sweet mu¬ 
sic of tho quartet nnd the impressive 
words of the officiating clergyman, 
Rev. Julian C. Jaynes, combined ub a 
benediction upon her beautiful life. 
To those who have known Vlrs. Wal¬ 
ton at all intimately In the club life 
she was ever an inspiration, a woman 
of keen perception, clear vision and 
decided opinions, yet she was ever 
open lo conviction, charltnble of the 
views of others nnd the gracious, wo¬ 
manly woman at all limes. Iler phy¬ 
sical endurance and activity often 
shamed much younger women. She 
was ready to do her share and more 
that her share, in all good causes, es¬ 
pecially for the club which was so 
groat a part of her life and of which 
she was president many years. Equal¬ 
ly her time and energy went Into tho 
work of the Suffrage League. The .last 
time that the writer saw her was on 
a very stormy night, but a few weeks 
since, at a meeting of the League 
when Prof. Charles Zueblin was the 
speaker. Another stormy night sev¬ 
eral years ago we spent in company 
visiting members of the Ward and 
City committee in the interest of se¬ 
curing the nomination of a woman 
upon the school committee,—a night 
which would have deterred many 
another from venturing away from 
her own fireside. Wherever she was, 
no matter upon what board, she was 
helpful with her suggestions and her 
judgment was always sought. She 
was ever appreciative of the efforts 
of others, no matter how much young¬ 
er either In age or experience. Her 
friends rejoice that she could retain 
her faculties so remarkably until near 
the end and that the manner of her 
going was so gentle, to quote Mr. 
Jaynes, Her children may Indeed 
"rise up and call her blessed” and to 
none can the words of the poet be 
more appropriately applied: 

"None knew her but to love her, 

Nor named her but to praise.’’

Science Club on "The Movement to 
Flare Nurses In the Public Schools.” 

Medical inspection in Boston came 
into being through the inspiration of 
Mrs. Rice, president of the Fathers’ 
and Mothers’ Club and the earnest 
support of her followers. New York 
followed Bosaon’s example by adopt¬ 
ing Medical Inspection in the public 
schools, and reorganizing the neces¬ 
sity for school nurses, added them to 
the system. In 1904 the subject was 
presented to the Boston public ny the 
Fathers’ and Mothers' Cluo, and in 
October. 1905, authority to introduce 
nurses into the Wells and Quincy 
schools (for one month though not to 
be paid for by the city) was given 
by the school hoard. Five nurses 
were put to work, with such excellent 
results that In 1906 a bill for super¬ 
intending and assisting nurses in the 
schools of Boston was passed. Th»». 
nurses work eleven months in the 
year, and eight hours a day. Four 
hours are spent in school work, one 
hour being given to each of four 
schools. Ailing children are sent to 
the nurse by the inspector uiul thes« 
she treats. In the afternoon visits 
are made to tlie homes where care is 
given to the sick, and moral and phy¬ 
sical instruction to the mothers. Chil¬ 
dren requiring help at tlie Eye and 
Ear Infirmary or other hospitals, are 
taken in charge by the nurse, who 
sees that prescriptions are filled and 
directions carried out. The work* is 
tremendous in detail and of inesti¬ 
mable value lo the child, lo the home, 
and thus to the community. Even a 
cursory investigation would show the 
very great Importance of this work 
for humanity, and ihe appreciation 
due Mrs. Rice for her persistent ef¬ 
forts to help the frightened little for¬ 
eigners of the Boston schools to clean 
moral ami physical health.

MR. HINT BURIED

The Lincoln Park Baptist church 
of West Newton was filled to over¬ 
flowing with the friends of tho late 
Henry H. Hunt, who gathered last 
Sunday afternoon to manifest their 
love and esteem. Long before l he hour 
set for the services, the seatH were 
filled and many stood on the outside 
steps of the church thru the entire 
service, while the vestry held a half 
hundred who were unable to hear one 
word, It was a magnificent tribute to 
the man whom they honored. The 
pulpit was completely buried in flow¬ 
ers, the designs being exceedingly 
beautiful. Rev. Edwin F. Snell, the 
pastor was in charge and the Men¬ 
delssohn quartet sang "Eternal Good¬ 
ness", Beautiful Isle of Somewhere" 
and “Blessed Day." Air. Snell spoke 
&b follows: 

"At noonday in the bustle of 
man’s worktime 

Greet the unseen with a cheer.” 

The stalwart insistence that he is 
undismayed, unvanquished, by death 
Is the crowning victory of human 
courage. "He thinks he was not made 
to die." So far as we can know, ever 
since he has thought anything what¬ 
ever he has thought that. Among the 
crudest peoples the simple article that 
life here called for were deposited 
with the form from which the spirit 
had fled . As life has grown richer and 
deeper, as the human spirit has be¬ 
come more mature and capable of 
larger reveallngs of the Divine spirit, 
the primitive hope has grown richer 
and sweeter. As we have learned to 
say “Father," filling the thought of God 
with the deepest meaning we know, 
so we have come to say ’Home’ and 
‘Homeland.’ applying to the life there 
the most beautiful hopes we know. 
“To my Father's Home I go" said 
Jesus "and there you shall come too, 
for there is no lack of room In the 
Father’s Home”! 

This hope is the finest flowering of 
faith as well as of courage. In the very 
nature of things the two worlds lie 
apart. This mortal understands more 
less of mortality at present* but it 
must put on Immortality before it can 
know aught of what Is beyond. But 
the capacity for such faith is contin¬ 
ually demonstrated. The smile shines 
through the tears of sorrow. As life 
lengthens we go more and more often 
to the homes where, slowly or sud¬ 
denly. the shadow has fallen: a 
precious, only, child, a beautiful wife 
and mother, a strong noble father, 
has been called away but Instead of 
finding the home wrapped in gloom 
Impenetrable we have found a “light 
that never was on land or seas." 

In what other moment of life does 
Its full dignity so appear as when 
It calmly says to death *1 do not be¬ 
lieve in thee, O death. I am unaf- 
frlghted before thee. Do thy worst 
and still I do not accept thee. I be¬ 
lieve only In Life and thy grim form 
is only one of those changes by which 
life fulfills itself. Instead of being a 
terror, a foe, thou art only a mask 
which Life uses for its own needs'. 

It Is the spirit of Indomitable hope 
that we are now gathered. We are 
hero reverently to thank God for a 
noble life, to think for a moment most 
grateful upon the benediction it has 
left behind it. and then to rise up and 
take fresh courage because of the In¬ 
spiration it has been to us. 

What any man’s life comes to be 
depends upon three very different fac¬ 
tors which enter Into it. First the 
endowment entrusted to It. Here the 
range Is very great and here no man 
Is culpable. It’s as honorable to be 
the one talent man as to have ten 
telents; only by the little mind is ihe 
humming bird despised that the eagle 
may be praised. In this first respect 
Mr. Hunt was highly favored. He 
Had large natural ability. The second 
factor is the use one makes of his en¬ 
dowment and here the responsibility 
resting upon us Is direct and heavy. 
In this respect he was indeed faithful; 
he made the most of himself, he put 
to their full use those powers commit¬ 
ted to his care. The third factor in a 
life is the conditions which control 
one’s life ami work. These are often 
wholly beyond one’s control. Many a 
life has been blocked up here, hindered 
from doing what It would have done 
and in.God’s sight this also is reckoned 
as work. But here Mr. Hunt was fortu¬ 
nate. Ills life fell in a general period 
when conditions were most encourag¬ 
ing. In the forty three years since | 
the close of the Civil War—the period ; 
or his life work—the opportunity in 1 
America for such a career ns his was 
large Indeed. 

In many respects Air. Hunt’s career . 
was ideal. Familiar as tho story has | 
boon hitherto In American life it never , 
ceases to send a thrill through one to j 
think of the country boy from Maine ! 
coming to tHe city and making a name I 
for himself among the substantial men | 
of a prosperous community. And one 
of the best things about his success 
was that it did not go too fur. It was 
not gained by preying upon others 
rights. No one else was the poorer | 
because he was rich. I do not believe j 
It ever oceured to the poorest man In j 
Newton to envy him. It was by work j 
that ho won what he had. 1-le did not 
gut her the kind of a fortune that is 
fast creating unarchlsts. 

I have long looked upon Mr. Hunt 
as an Ideal employer. His men are my 
witnesses for that. I have sounded 
many of his men in these years and 
have found the uniform testimony to 
be 'he is the best man In the world to 
work for', There would be no need 
for labor unions If nil employers were 
like him. lie Looked upon Ills men n» 
human beings, as brothers in toll, lie 
knew they needed work even more 
tliun he needed business, and he found ! 
it for them, if It was possible. Em 
plovers commonly think they cannot 
afford to keep a nuui beyond tho time ! 
of his highest efficiency but Mr. Hunt 
seemed to think U possible to combine j 
ihe brotherly idea even with business. 
Ho believed thul the Gospel of Jesus 
was something to be practiced as well 
as preached. 

Air. Hunt was an Ideal citizen. The 
evening of the day when he died an 
old resident of Newton came to see 
me. Ho was a man of the people und 
lours stood in his eyes as ho said.

Nor should reference be 
omitted to the public spirit he showed 
In serving upon the boards of banks, 
especially those banks receiving the 
savings of the people, where his name 
was a guarantee for integrity. 

Mr. Hunt waH an earnest believer 
In tho Church of JesuB Christ. He 
was a regular attendant and his open 
hearted ways made it pleasant for 
others to Hhare his greetings before 
or after the service of worship. His 
cheery word, his outstretched hand, 
his kindly smile will be long remem¬ 
bered nud long missed In this church. 
He expressed his belief in the church 
also in most substantial ways. There 
are plenty of men who affirm their be¬ 
lief In the church who never do the 
least thing to maintain It. But he was 
made In a large mould and I believe it 
was a genuine pleasure to him to do 
things in a large way. But perhaps 
the most notable thing in his gener¬ 
osity was that he never looked for 
some manner of recompense for It. 
Many men give but expect to be con¬ 
sulted and pampered. He was too 
large and too sincere for that. He 
gave for the good he could do, not Tor 
the praise or powwer his giving would 
bring to him. There are many men 
here today and I think no point in Mr. 
Hunt’s life more needs tbetr attention 
than tills. He has faithfully done his 
part, in his generation, in maintaining 
the Church of Christ. There are too 
many men who are ready to accept 
the blessings of the church which 
leaven the life of the community, 
without which a neighborhood would 
sink into gross darkness, who are yet 
selfish enough to let others carry the 
burden that belongs to all men who 
believe in God and In the human need 
of salvation. 

As neighbor, citizen, friend, passing 
through the streets upon his daily 
business, or mingling with the people 
in worship, we shall have him with us 
no more. We are now once again to 
look upon his face for the last time. 
But we are confident in the faith that 
nothing in such a life is truly lost. The 
world will always be better for his 
manly strength, his kindness, his in¬ 
tegrity, his brotherliness. “The 
things that ore seen are temporal" 
and the many structures he built of 
stone and wood will crumble away 
In time. But the help he has been by 
bis cheery, courageous. generous 
strong life of work will not pass away 
“for the things that are unseen are 
eternal." 

And in a brighter world than ours 
can now be he has penetrated further 
than can we into that new Life, the 
glory of which can only be suggested 
by the thought of what is * possible 
with God.

Nevertheless, the universal com* i 
menl which was heard after the af¬ 
fair was over, was*to the effect that 
it was one of the best of the ninny 
Congressional dinners given by the 
club. 

Seated at the head table, with Pres¬ 
ident Charles S. Dennison, were the 
speakers, our own Congressman. John 
W. Weeks. Congressman Edwin Denby 
of Detroit, Mich.. Congressman Jack 
Beall of Texas. Congressman William 
E. Humphreys of Seattle. Wash., 
Mayor Hutchinson. Senator \V. O

One of 
these days It will come to n point 
where I shall have to oast a vote, and 
as usual I shall turn to the Newton 
Club for my inspiration. And. there¬ 
fore, I want to put two or three 
thoughts In your mind Just lo think 
over on the question of guaranteeing 
deposits in national banks. 

There are about twenty-five bills in 
Congress which have in some measure 
to do with this subject. One hill, the 
Fowler bill In particular combines this 
policy with many other features If It 
Is to be done at all. I think Mr. Fowler 
has worked It out as well as it can 
possibly be done. But even in the way 
In which he proposed to bring it about 
I l am entirely opposed to it. The the¬ 
ory and the basis for any such radi¬ 
cal departure is. that if all deposits 
in national banks are guaranteed 
there will be no fear on the part or 
the depositors, and therefore In time 
of stress they will not withdraw 
their deposits. It is not entirely true 
in theory: it may not be true entirely 
in practice.” 

Mr. Weeks went on to contrast the 
proposed guaranteeing of bank de¬ 
posits with the system of mutual life 
1 Insurance and fire Insurance. "In 
fire Insurance." he said, "the varying 
risks are taken care of by a varying 
rate, while In life insurance every 
member Is going to die sooner or la¬ 
ter. so that he is simply Insuring him¬ 
self; whereas in the case of a bank, 
the bank Is not necessarily going to 
fail, probably will not fail, and there¬ 
fore the man who Is conservative and 
wise is charged with the expense of 
guaranteeing the bank which is con¬ 
ducted by the man who Is not con¬ 
servative and who is perhaps care¬ 
less and reckless in his management. 
The proposition seems thoroughly 
socialistic. It will load to the forma¬ 
tion of banks with small capital and 
will lead the existing banks to reduce 
their capital, so that the depositors 
will have less behind their deposits 
than they have today. 

"A bank is entrusted with deposits 
ion three grounds: first, that the bank 
has a large capital: second, that the 
bank may have a large surplus which 
has been earned through the wise pol¬ 
icy of the managers; nrnl, third, it de¬ 
pends distinctly on the character of 
. the management. We all consider 
those things when we open a bank 
account. If we find a bank president 
Is spending more money than his In- 
I come, ir he is living in extreme ways 
or has bad associations, we are likely 
to withdraw our deposits. If our 
deposits are going to be guaranteed 
in that bank and we can get a larger 
rate of interest or a better accomo¬ 
dation there, why should we with¬ 
draw our deposits from a bank where 
1 the president is not living as he 
should live. Is not associating with 
proper people? 

"Moreover, the Bible says. ‘The fear j 
I of the Lord is the beginning of wis- j 
dom.’ In a sense, tlie beginning of 
good banking Is the fear of the de- 1 
positors. Every bank man knows . 


thnt if a word Is said against his | 
bank or in criticism of the character 
of the mnnngement ho is likely to 
lose deposits, ami therefore he is 
most careful, not only of ills own ! 
character and the character of his j 
ftssociales and directors, but lie is 
equally careful of the kind of lonns 
lie makes. If the deports are guar- i 
nntood there Is no reason why a 
bank officer would not argue himself 
Into taking a less safe loan. and. 
therefore, very materially increasing 
the number of bank failures. Any : 
five men could take out a bank char¬ 
ter. provide a capital of $2'».000 or 
JaO.OOU, and load thnt bank down 
after they acquired a large deposit 
with lonns connected with schemes 
In which they themselves were di¬ 
rectly interested. There is a direci 
instance of thnt in the failure of the 
Chicago National Bank of which John 
R. Walsh was president. There Is no j 
contention thnt Mr. Walsh did any j 
thing except loan lo concerns with 
which he was personally affiliated, 
very large sums In excess of what 
could be legally loaned to those con 
cerns. Eventually I have no doubt 
that those lonns will be paid, thnt 
they were good, but we have seen 
what unfortunate results were brought 
about by these loans by Walsh to 
concerns In which lie wns -personally 
interested. 

"These are some of the reasons 
why I believe guaranteeing deposits 
Is a very risky thing to undertake. 
Every country In the world which has 
a decent currency system—I mean n 
system which will respond to the 
business of the country—has a credit 
currency system; but no country In 
the world has yet undertaken the 
guaranteeing of bank deposits and I 
think it worn! bring irreparable dam¬ 
age to the business affairs of the 
country sooner or later. I simply 
leave these thoughts with you be¬ 
cause it Is going to be a question 
which will return to us very many 
times and we may have to legislate 
on it. 

"There wns a Justice of the peace 
out in Kansas in the early days, be¬ 
fore Kansas was a state, whose farm 
ranged up to the Missouri line. One 
afternoon he was working in the field 
with his sou Bill and the hired man. 
and Bill anil the hired man got into 
a fight. The justice, who was exceed¬ 
ingly sensitive about his own jurisdic¬ 
tion. jumped upon the rail fence which 
separated Kansas from Missouri and 
commanded in a loud tone "peace"— 
that the laws of the territory of Kan¬ 
sas must be maintained at all hazards. 
As he spoke the rail on which he was 
standing broke and he fell over into 
Missouri. When lie struck the ground 
In Missouri the first thing he said 
was. “Soak him hard. Bill; I am out¬ 
side of my Jurisdiction.” (Laughter.) 

"Newton has a mayor who very 
properly wishes the laws carefully 
I maintained within his Jurisdiction. 
What he would do if he got on the 
rail and fell ov«* into ,Waltham 
(laughter) or some other place. 1 don’t 
know; possibly he will tell you. At 
any rate he is going to do what he 
should do and what 1 am glad to have 
him do—welcome*, the distinguished 
gentlemen who have accompanied me 
to the city of Newton. I have very 
great pleasure In presenting to you 
Hon. George Hutchinson, Mayor of 
Newt on." < Applause.) 

MAYOR HUTCHINSON. 

It is my official and very pleasant 
duty to welcome our distinguished 
guests to Newton. Our city gates and 
our individual hearts are open to re¬ 
ceive them. We welcome them as 
representatives of our national gov¬ 
ernment; we welcome them as honor¬ 
ed sons of our sister states. We wel¬ 
come them as friends or our friend. 
John Weeks. I always think when 
John Weeks comes to Newton what 
u sacrifice we make when we let him 
go to Washington. (Appluuse.) We 
want him here but we should be dis¬ 
appointed if lie wns not there. 

"This occasion, gentlemen, Is to be 
most enjoyable; It Is to be an occasion 
which we will all remember, and we 
ihnnk you gentlemen that by your 
presence you have made it possible 
for us to have this delightful evening. 
Again and aguiu I. as the oillcial, and 
again and again the gentlemen before 
you. as the citizens of Newton, bill 
you welcome.” (Applause.)

"Before beginning my speech I hope 
It will bo not out of place for me lo 
tell you how anxiously and tenderly 
your great sister Commonwealth of 
Michigan watches with Massachusetts 
beside the bedside of the magistrate 
of ihe great stale of Massachusetts.

apart. My chief, if not only claim to 
any distinction In the House of Rep¬ 
resentatives Is Ihe resemblance which 
l most fortunately bear to your dis¬ 
tinguished congressman.

1 find myself frequently addressing 
him by my name, and find him 
addressing me by his. The confusion 
sometimes Is almost unbearable, es¬ 
pecially when the group happens to be 
joined by the distinguished congress¬ 
man from Kentucky.

Even Isaiah, six hundred 
uml llfiy years before Christ, regretted 
that the religion of Ills day was not 
tliuI of the fathers and, mourning over 
the condition of his people, he said: 
“Ah. sinful nation: a people Union 
with Iniquity: a seed of evil doers; 
children that are corrupters," and In 
Holliughead's Chronicles of condi¬ 
tions in Britain three hundred and fif¬ 
ty years ago ihore was a mournful 
tale of corruption in the trades. 
Leather, for lustunee. was not fit for 
ihe making of shoes, and Governor 
Bradford's Journal says there were 
immoral episodes in the lives of the 
Pilgrims which for depravity would 
mutch anything that yellow Journal 
ism can report. Members of our first 
congress w«**-o In the pay of France, 
One hundred years ago Harvard was 
supported in some degree by the pro¬ 
ceeds of lotteries. 

Now. the public conscience had not 
much to do with these tilings or to 
say about them. Such stories can be 
told, ns I say. from every page of his¬ 
tory. and now In our own time, in this 
day, we are bearing of corruption, eiu- 
bo/./ehneitts msl administration. The

Two your* ago a writer In one of 
our popular magazlnoa nald that out : 
of HI,0(10 government employee not 
more than 5q|j, or one and one-half 
per cent, wore free from graft. That 
In. ninety eight nnd a half per cent 
of ihr* officers, and employes on duty 
In the City of Washington were graft 
or«. He might have reversed his 
Klatornent nnd said that one nnd one- 
half per e**nt wero grafters and Hi ill 
he would he guilty of a colossal lie. 

Wo hear of frauds, the corruption 
growing out of rebates, post-office 
scandals. Insurance difficulties, and 
we think the United Slates Is about 
tho worst nniion on earth. We forget 
tho conditions of other nations. We 
forget things that have happened with 
them that could not occur in America 

It Is the oasiet thing in the world 
to arraign society. Every true patri¬ 
ot welcomes every attempt to reform 
evil things. If the muck rake writer 
enn bring things to the surface irmn- 
fully, we welcome Ills work, and It Is 
because-the public conscience Is more 
sensitive than nt any other time in 
ihe history of the world that the pub¬ 
lic applauds such attempts. The 
(rouble is we look at ihingH with In¬ 
verted vision. We do not recognize 
the true porspetclve. When we look 
through the large end of the field 
glass we see in the distance, no mat¬ 
ter what we are looking at hi the way 
of scenery or object, something beau¬ 
tiful. while if we turn the glass around 
we get an exaggerated view of the 
same thing, and It is not so beautiful 

It is so in looking at Ihe corruptions 
of the past. They recede with time, 
and our judgment is warped by the 
perspective .and .we cannot justly 
compare the past with the present. 
Slat 1st Ick have helped to create this 
view. We are all the lime comparing 
the more perfect statistics of the pres¬ 
ent with the very crude and Imper¬ 
fect statistics of the pnst. and our 
comparison is as badly warped ns the 
statistics. 

It Is so with cilme. A really true 
scientific interpretation of criminal 
statistics would show that crime Is 
not on the increase, while a partial 
interpretation, using the bare figures 
themselves, lends us to n conclusion 
directly the opposite. 

It is so with nearly everything. The 
more acute the public conscience, the 
more it recognizes evil. I rend in the 
paper a few months ago that in the 
year 1 800 t here were i 8.000 more ar¬ 
rest* in the City of New York than in 
the proceeding year. One may argue 
two ways from that statement. First, 
that crime had increased to that 
amount, or. second, that crime had nor 
increased but the law was more ef¬ 
fectively executed. So in the compar¬ 
ison of tin* crime of one community 
wilh another. One community which 
possesses more civilization, more cul¬ 
ture. more progress than another, 
may. and likely does, have a larger 
criminal list than a community of 
equal size with less culture, less rec¬ 
ognition of law, because In the first 
community law is executed. 

Such things show progress, greater 
developed public conscience, and a 
more thorough recognition of the 
rights of the community. Bui the 
pessimist us^s them In just the re¬ 
verse way, With all that is said about 
corruption of public official*. I ant 
perfectly satisfied thnt there never 
was a time in Gils country when the 
devotion and (he integrity or public 
officials stood so high. 

Two or more years ago Mr. Ellis H. 
Roberts retired from the treasureship 
of the United States. The books 
showed that he should have on hand 
$ 1.2511,598.278.58 2-2. According to the 
books, after seven or eight years of 
service, Mr. Roberts was responsible 
for the amount I have stated. Af¬ 
ter weeks of work by experts with the 
books on one side this amount was 
ascertained, and another corps of ex¬ 
perts counted the money, and when 
they were through and compared re¬ 
sults it was found that there was in 
the custody of the treasurer just the 
amount I have named. $1,250. 508. 
278.58 2-3. I hold In my hand the cer¬ 
tified statement of these facts. Fan 
there he a more emphatic answer 
titan Gils? 

The declaration of the pessimistic 
writer constitutes a tremendous In¬ 
dictment against education and relig¬ 
ion. If ihe world Is growing worse 
and worse, we had better give up our 
meGiods for improving our people, we 
had better give tip our schools and 
churches and make an attempt at 
something better. Yet ihe real truih 
is that society is sound at heart and 
every exposure is the proof of a pub¬ 
lic conscience that is growing en¬ 
lightened. 

We must not abandon the effort, 
but we must conclude that Uhrlstian- 
ify Is not a failure ami that God Is not 
dead.

To those who have followed the 
trend of the street railway affairs in 
tills city for the past few months, the 
announcement that the milt of fare 
On the Newton & Boston street rail¬ 
way lines will be increased to six 
cents after April first, Is no surprise. 
The statements concerning all Ihe lo¬ 
cal street railway lines which have 
been issued this week, and sent to 
.each voter in the city, bear out the 
contentions of the officials, that the 
traffic should bear a larger burden 
than it has In the past. At the same 
time we find that there exists a feel¬ 
ing In this city that ALL the facts 
are not given. That in the device of 
the holding company, important mat¬ 
ters are concealed. While we person¬ 
ally do not believe that the facts 
will justify the rumors, we sug¬ 
gest that the publication of u 
detailed statement relative to the 
receipts and expenses of the Holding 
company, will go far to establish pub¬ 
lic confidence in the efforts of the 
street railway officials to meet the ex¬ 
isting situation. It is true that the 
public has no right to demand such a 
statement, but we believe its publica¬ 
tion will be a wise move on the part 
of its managers. 


We believe that the solid business 
sense of the state is beginning to ac¬ 
knowledge the expediency of the pro¬ 
posed merger of the New Haven and 
the Boston and Maine interests. It 
is certain that President Mellen’s let¬ 
ter to the General Court strikes u 
most favorable note in the discussion 
and his open and frank statements 
will go far with reasonable men. In 
reaching a solution of the problem. 
It is only necessary for the Legisla¬ 
ture to provide adequate safeguards, 
not to prevent a monopoly, for there 
are good as well as bad monopolies, 
but to reserve the rights of the trav¬ 
elling and the shipping public, in safe, 
and reasonable use of necessary rail¬ 
road facilities.

The following resolutions were 
unanimously adopted upon the death 
of ex-alderman Henry H. Hunt. 

Mr. Henry Herbert Hunt was of the 
highest type of the American citizen¬ 
ship. in that he was a good husband, 
father, friend, worker. Christian, who 
freely gave his talents for the benefit 
of others, whether It was for the Indi¬ 
vidual. or for Ihe whole body politic. 

His personal relations with his fel- 
lowmen were especially character¬ 
ized by a kindliness of greeting, a 
warmth of expression and an open 
heartedness, which made rich and 
poor, high and low, eager for his 
friendship and proud of his love. 

Simple and straightforward, with 
the highest ideals of honor and integ¬ 
rity. his thorough knowledge of men 
and affairs made his opinions and 
judgments of the greatest value to 
this city, to which he gave so many 
years of loyal and devoted service. 

Alderman Avery then called up the 
matter of increase of fares on the 
street car lines and an interesting de¬ 
bate followed. 

Alderman Palmer said in at lie could 
only repeat what had been toid the 
Franchise Committee by President 
Ktchurds at a conference held some 
time ago. Mr. Richards hud explained 
what the Company could do rather 
than raise the fare. Including the re¬ 
duction of wages of employees, and 
the lessening of service. The first 
they were reluctant to do, and be¬ 
lieved the public would prefer the ad¬ 
vance. The second they had out in 
to partial effect. At the present Time 
they were losing money and the situ¬ 
ation means either conducting the 
road at prices which would not mean 
failure, or u receivership. Tlie Com¬ 
pany does not change the fare on the 
east” and west lines, except when a 
transfer Is desired. MMils matter will 
first have io receive the approval of 
the railroad commissioners. On the 
six cent fare on ihe Newiou & Boston 
lines, the Company has power io put 
the new rate into effect at once, the 
aldermen having no jurisdiction what¬ 
ever. 

Aldermun Avery said lhat the board 
were here as guardians of those to 
whom the difference of a cent was a 
serious matter. The companies have 
control of every highway In tbo ciiy. 
and we ought to protect those In our 
cure. 

Alderman Gray said he had never 
received a satisfactory answer to his 
Inquiry us to what the gross earnings, 
expenses and net returns are of the 
holding company under which these 
railways are operated 
Alderman Avery said this was a 
serious matter. In our own business 
if we make a bad purchase, wo have 
no one to help us. 

Mr. Avery then offered uu order 
which was passed, Instructing the 
Mayor, City Solicitor and a commit¬ 
tee of ihive aldermen to appear before 
the railroad commission In the in¬ 
terests of the city or Newton at the 
bearing to be given on iln* six cent 
I muster matter. 

Aldermen Avery, Gray and Palmer 
were* appointed. 1

She described 
various kinds of bits and check reins 
that are used by many coachmen that 
are an abomination in themselves but 
tend to give the horses a line appeal- 
unco. She called the ut tent Ion of ihe 
members to tlio condition of some of 
the work horsejs lu town uml asked 
tliut ihe members be watchful and 1 
protest when instances' of abuse are 
seen. The most effective means of 
protest is in conmiunkutc immediate¬ 
ly with chief of police. Him mentioned 
ihe greut benefit that bus come from 
the Work Horse Parade Association 
and expressed the desire that more of 
our local deulors might be Induced to 
enter their horses.

CHANGE OF FARE 

The local street railway companies 
have sent the following statement to 
each voter in the city. 

We enclose herewith statements 
showing the capital stock of the abov 
companies, which was issued with 
the approval of the State Board of 
Railroad Commissioners, together 
with the operating expenses, net earn” 
Ings, fixed charges, net divisible in¬ 
come, dividends paid and other de¬ 
tailed Information Tor each of the sue* 
cess.ive years from 1889 to 1907, of the 
Newton Street Railway Company, and 
from 1893 to 1907. of the Newton & 
Boston Street Railway Company in¬ 
clusive. * 

The en'Wosed statements are pub¬ 
lished in order that you may realize 
the real financial’ condition of the rail¬ 
way companies, which condition indi¬ 
cates the Inevitable fact that some 
action must be taken to increase the 
net revenue of the companies. 

The present condition is due pri¬ 
marily to the following facts: 

1. The wages paid by the compan¬ 
ies are very much in excess of those 
pnld a few years ago. 

2. The cost of all material used in 
the construction and operating of a 
.street railway has increased in a 
varying ratio from 20 to 100 per 
vent. 

3. The distance which patrons can 
ride for one unit fare has been stead¬ 
ily Increasing by extensions of fare- 
limit points and added transfer facili¬ 
ties. 

4. The roadbed and equipment 
have been gradually an constantly 
wearing out, with the inevitable re¬ 
sult of necessary replacement. 

5. Increased burdens have been 
placed upon street railway companies 
by municipalities at the times of add¬ 
ed construction. 

You will note by the Newton Street 
Railway Company's statement that 
while the gross earnings have in¬ 
creased during the two years ending 
September 30, 1907, $33,845.21 or 10.45 
per cent, the operating expenses have 
Increased $41,704.03, or 18.42 per cent. 

You will note by the Newton & Bos¬ 
ton Street Railway Company’s state¬ 
ment that while the gross earnings 
lave increased during the. two years 
ending September 30, 1907, $10(862.01, 
or 16.86 per cent, the operating ex¬ 
penses have increased $18,596.93, or 
36.28 per cent. 

The result of all of the above con¬ 
ditions makes it absolutely imperative 
lhat some legitimate means be taken 
to Increase the net Income. 

Although the wages paid by the 
above companies are very much high¬ 
er than those paid a few years ago, 
the management, In considering the 
matter, decided not to reduce the wa¬ 
ges of its employees, and thereby pos¬ 
sibly, render poorer .service; belleve- 
,dng that the public as a whole prefer 
good service at a reasonable rate to 
poor service at a cheap rate. It has 
therefore, been decided, after careful 
consideration, to change the unit fare 
from five to six cents on all lines of 
the Newton & Boston Street Railway 
Company, and to change the unit of 
fare from five to six cents on the so- 
called Waverley line of the Newton 
Street Railway Company, operating 
between Roberta Crossing. Waltham, 
and Waverley, via South Street, Main 
Street, Linden Street and Waverley 
Oaks Road, said changes to become 
effective April 1, 1908. 

It is also proposed to charge, when 
authority has been obtained, on all 
lities of the Newton Street Railway 
company, six cents for each fare in 
connection with which a transfer is 
Issued; and accordingly a petition is 
to be filed with the State Board of 
Railroad Commissioners for their ap¬ 
proval of this action in so far as It 
;effeets the issue of free transfers. 

The matter of raising the unit of 
fare on all the lines of the Newton 
Street Railway Company from five to 
six cents was given serious consider¬ 
ation. and the raising of the faro on 
the Waverley line and the anticipated 
change In the matter of transfers are 
being done with the hope that the re¬ 
sult will be such as to not necessitate 
a general change in the unit of fare 
on all the lines of the company. 

While It Is hoped that the change 


suggested above will bring satisfac¬ 
tory results, yet should they not, a 
general advance In the unit of fare 
on a]) iho lines of the company may 
bo neresHiiry. 

It has been Impossible for tho street 1 + 
railway companies to market their 1 ♦ 
KneurltJes In the recent, past because ♦ 
of their very poor and unsatisfactory + 
financial showing. The credit of the ♦ 
companies lias been stretched to the 
limit., and their borrowing power 1 h 
practically exhausted, and It is. there- 
foie, no longer optional with 1 tic com¬ 
panies as to what action they must 
ra'ov 

We believe that I he majority of the 
citizens and patrons of the street 
railway, when they have sufficiently 
familiarized themselves with the real 
situation to permit of their looking 
at It from an entirely fair and ♦*qultu- 
ble standpoint, will accept tills neces¬ 
sary change in a‘spirit of fairness. 

It Is hoped that the necessity for 
this advance In fares will not be per¬ 
manent. but until a return to the for¬ 
mer unit is made possible by an Im¬ 
proved financial showing of the prop- 
ertles, the management ask the rea¬ 
sonable co-operation of the officers of 
tjie city and the public as a whole.

tax, tax on textile fabrics, mining tnx, 
lax on bourse*, tnx on tl»o Issue of 
bank tides, tonnnge dues, customs du- 
1 les. trnvelltng tnx. suceosston tnx. 
stamp receipts, post nml ‘olograph, re¬ 
ceipts from snlt ntonoply. camphor 
monoply. tobacco monoply. railways, 
etc., nml a variety of other special 
nnd exirnordinary receipts of various 
kinds. The annual land tax rate is ?» 
per cent on the assessed value of 
land. The income not less than $50,* 
000. r.f> per cent: tax is graded as fol¬ 
lows : 

On Incomes $25,000 .'*0 per cent: 
$15,000. 45 per cent': $20,000. 10 per 

cent: $7,500. 35 per cent: $5,000. 30 
per cent: $2,500, 25 per cent: $1,500, 
20 per cent: $1,000. 17 per cent: $500. 
15 per cent: $250. 12 per cent: $150, 
10 per cent. 

It is evident that however much 
‘‘embtted with n high spirit of patri¬ 
otism nnd practicing economy.'' no na¬ 
tion can long continue to carry so 
dreadful a burden. 

In the Anglo-.lapanese Gazette for 
September 1007 In a discussion of the 
taxation system the following signifi¬ 
cant Inngunge is used. '‘This means 
that excluding the amount of local tax¬ 
es. which do not amount to 30 per cent 
of the national tax, the whole burden 
of tax. national and local, put together 
is only something like 30 per cent of 
the people’s income. If we had the 
revenue divided from the state mo- 
noplles to thnt or the taxes proper, the 
proportion of tax above mentioned 
will not turn out to be more then 25 
per cent of the people’s income. Some 
people may say that Japan is spend¬ 
ing a much greater percentage of her 
income, but this Is not the case. His¬ 
tory shows there was a lime when the 
people were far worse off.” 

It should be noted that this paper 
is exceedingly friendly to Japan and 
puts the best face upon all quest ions. 

The industries of the Empire are 
suffering from a depression similar to 
thnt prevailing in ilie United States, 
Exactly what their condition to-day is. 

I do not know, but in the August num¬ 
ber of the last quoted Journal, ten 
standard investment industries are 
quoted with a decrease in the price of 
their stocks between January and 
June 1907. of from 57.20 points for the 
least effected to 656.50 points for the 
greatest sufferer. There is no satis¬ 
factory explanation of this slump 
any more than there is for that re 
cently occuring in the United States, 
though the enemies of President 
JlooseveK will scarcely insist that it 
la due to a raid on prosperity. 

I have attempted to give only 
facts. Summarizing these facts, we 
find a country already taxed to the 
limit of human indurance, yet con¬ 
tinuing to maintain an enormously 
expensive army, and. so far as West¬ 
ern observers can see making every 
possible effort to increase its mili¬ 
tary strength, tlie inevitable deduc¬ 
tion being that war is thought 10 be 
imminent. U cannot be a defensive 
war for we seek in vain among the 
nations for an aggressive foe: Eng¬ 
land is Japan's ally. Russia her nat¬ 
ural foe. is fully occupied ami gives 
no indication of present aggressive 
designs; Germany and France could 
have no motive for precipitating a 
needless war; (Miilia's hands tire full 
with her domestic problems, and all 
she wishes is to be let alone. The 
United Slates would exhaust every 
reasonable effort to avert a war. 
which she would only accept if thrust 
upon her. Whni then are the plans 
of Tokio? Certainly she will not dis¬ 
arm. Her people drunk with success, 
would not permit It. if the wiser 
at at emeu should desire, and in the 
face of the oriental situation she 
would scarcely dare. Surely she will 
not repudiate. Sensitive and high 
spirited, her people would rather die 
then face that dishonor. There seeins 
to remain only the third alternative, 
war, or conquest with or without war. 
That her chosen antagonist is the 
United States is a presumption so 
absurd ns scarcely to merit consider¬ 
ation. No question promises-even to 
disturb the amicable relations of the | 
two countries, or to threaten the end [ 
of their cherished friendship except 
the immigration problem. Unless her 
people are quite mad. it is difficult 
to imagine a contingency which would ! 
render that a reasonable cause of 
war. Her statesmen must recoenlze 
that our refusal to admit her labor¬ 
ers Is due not to any belief in their in 
ferorlty, but simply to our recogni¬ 
tion thnt races representing such dif¬ 
ferent civilizations cannot thrive to¬ 
gether upon the same soil In largo 
numbers. They must further recog¬ 
nize that with the government of the 
United States this question lias been 
settled by the people of the United 
Stales, and the government cannot, 
if it would, over-ride their decision. 
They must ulso recognize that as 
every man’s house is his castle so 
every nation's gates may he open or 
barred to whom it pleases. The na¬ 
tions of the orient asserted and main¬ 
tained this principle for centuries 
and some of them would to-duy if ihe 
tide of western progress bad not 
swept aside their barriers. And even 
to-dav. If u thousand American peo¬ 
ple should land in .fapail, they would 
he welcomed as cordially as would 
the plague, and treated about us well. 
To make war upon the United States 
because she will not obligate her sov- 
ernitv and permit another power to 
dicute whom and in what numbers 
she shall receive within her territory 
would be to make war upon an unjust 
and flimsy pretext. That high re¬ 
spect hi which the world holds Jap¬ 
an today would not long maintain 
were she to commit an act which 
would he both crime and blunder. 

Furthermore, it must be evident to 
the statesmen or .lapun, that while 
war with the United States would be 
dlsnsterouH for us, it would be mere 
suicide rot- Japan. She will riot, un¬ 
less seized wiiii some sudden mild¬ 
ness with which the government is 
powerless to cope, commit hari-kari 
niton the altar of wounded vanity. 
War with th« United States would 
menu the Instant cessation of trade. 
America is the second best customer 
Tor Japanese exports, the ucittim-ni 
of Asia being first, and the third 
greatest Importer Into Japan. Her 
exports in 1906 to the United States 
were rouglilv $75,000,000. und Iter lilt- 
forts from the United Stutes $40,000, 
non. Tit hi trade would cease to be 
,tron a declaration or war. and with 
II would die several prosperous Hues 


of steamers, plying to our ports nnd 
many others who foil victims to our 
cruisers, With tlietn gone, one great 
source of her national industrial being 
would terminate. She might lake 
the Philippines and thereby pile 
mountains high her national debt. In 
1895 she look Formosa and only now 
is It self supporting. She could hope 
under no possibility to do more then 
seize our island possessions, and In 
the end she must retire from tlie con¬ 
flict upon such terms ns the United 
States might grant. In such n war 
her present ally Great Britain could 
not be expected to lake up tlu* a word. 
Aside from these considerations every 
utterance of her statesmen indicates 
her determination to avoid so disas¬ 
trous an undertaking. Though It Is 
possible they have not been adverse 
to permit the suspicion to grow thnt 
Japan had designs upon the peace of 
the United States, it may have been 
a convenient cloak to cover other 
plnns. 

From 1S95 to 1905. Japan presented 
the remarkable spectacle of a nation 
wielded into one by an inspiring 
purpose nml intention toward which 
every effort was bent, every ambition 
inclined to avenge a wrong nml lo 
check-mate Russia. Splendid as was 
her success, it yet was incomplete. 
Russia, temporarily defeated, grows 
stronger every day. Her war debt 
can readily be handled by the vast re¬ 
sources of her immense domain. Jap¬ 
an. victorious, struggles with debt and 
faces disaster. Truly in her case vic¬ 
tory was only less terrible than de¬ 
feat. Her great aim Is not yet at¬ 
tained. Asia Is not yet mastered. Ko¬ 
rea lies prostrate, absorbing a na¬ 
tions ransom in expenditures and i 
yielding no return. Mancjmrin may 
be given up some day. but that day 
is not yet. Japan’s conduct of affairs 
in that great province gives small in¬ 
dication that she intends to restore 
It to China. On the contrary her open 
aggressiveness, her overbearing pol¬ 
icy. her apparent disregard of the 
Chinese officials, lend color to the 
theory that she intends to remain and 
that she would be happy to defend 
her conquest against China with war 
if need be. Manchuria is fertile nnd ! 
not fully developed strategically and 
commercially, it might be a conve¬ 
nient vantage point in the war for 
the trade conquest of China. .More¬ 
over Manchuria under the plow will 
be the nation’s granary. If open hos¬ 
tilities with the Chinese Empire be¬ 
come necessary to gain her ends, ' 
Japan must be prepared to meet the i 
power of Russia and Germany as pos- ' 
slble allies of China and to fight out 
with them to a final issue the ques¬ 
tion of the trade mastery of the Ori¬ 
ent. Her battle would be single hand¬ 
ed. for it is not to be imagined In an 
aggressive campaign of that charac¬ 
ter Great Britain would lend her aid. 
As a matter of fact if Japanese ambi¬ 
tions are crowned with success. Eng- | 
land will be the chief sufferer. If 
such a war Is undertaken and success¬ 
fully prosecuted, ii is more then prob¬ 
able that not Manchuria alone, but 
the rich and prosperous southeastern 
provinces, south of the Yangtze, will 
come under the Mikado's sceptre, and 
all China will lie at his feet. Hound- 
less ambition, high ability, unique suc¬ 
cess, unbearable taxation and the 
propinquity of the richest unexploited 
market and territory in the world 
now In the hands of a feeble govern¬ 
ment-these are the elements. 

Which is It to be. disarm ament, re¬ 
pudiation or war? 


Mr. WEEKS: "Wlmt Mr. Denby 
has said to you about the Eastern 
question comes with all the force 
with which a statement can come 
from an expert. His father was the 
most distinguished representsIve this 
government has ever had at the Chi¬ 
nese court, serving there under both 
Democratic and Republican acini in la-

Referring to the new honors that 
had come to himself In Washington 
as a member of the Agricultural Com¬ 
mittee, .Mr. Weeks said it was ru¬ 
mored that Speaker Cannon lmd ex¬ 
plained his appointment by saying 
that Mr. Weeks had not fulfilled ex¬ 
pectations on el tiler Naval Affairs nor 
Banking and Currency, and so think¬ 
ing that he looked like a farmer, lie 
had pm him oil Agriculture. Mr. 
Weeks said that he had found this the 
most interesting work lie had done in 
i Congress anti he had learned much 
about the extensive operations of the 
Department of Agriculture. ”1 have 
found on the commit tee.” he said 
'many able men, not farmers but 
' lawyers and bankers and almost 
I everything else, one of whom a guest 
of ours tonight, from the great state 
[of Texas, although not a farmer, 
conies from the greatest farming com- 
I m u n it v In the world. I take particu¬ 
lar pleasure in presenting to you the 
Hon. Jack Beall of Texas.” (Applause 
und three cheers.) 

HON. JACK BEALL. 

In his opening remarks Mr. Beall 
saltl that Mr. Weeks was developing 
so rapidly as an agriculturist that 
tiis constituents might entertain the 
fondest hopes for his future in that 
Hue. He could assure them that by 
a special arrangement with the Secre¬ 
tary of Agriculture Mr. Weeks would 
he able to send his c-oiihi intents not 
only garden seeds but full-grown veg¬ 
etables. fLaughteri As to bis pre¬ 
siding over the House. Mr. Ilesill al 
leged that he himself heard Mr 
Weeks ask the Speuker for tin* priv¬ 
ilege of taking the chuir. explaining 
'hut he was one of the political bosses 
in Massachusetts and thut if a the 
request was granted he would guaran¬ 
tee that a delegation would go from 
Massachusetts to the Chicago conven¬ 
tion pledged lo Uncle Joe” as sec¬ 
ond choice. «Great upplause and 
laughter.) 

”1 know you wonder. Mr. Beall con¬ 
tinued, "how It happened that three 
such distinguished colleagues of Mr. 
Weeks as are present tonight happen 
ed to come. The truth Is that he ex¬ 
acted from each of us before extend- 
♦ng the invitation a promise that we 
would devote the greater part of our 

• line here to sounding his praises, 
i Laughter.) And I intend to carry 
out my part of the contract. You 
have not only one of the handsomest 


representatives In Congress, but you 
have one of the most distinguished, 
one of the most faithful, one of the 
most energetic, one of the most un¬ 
tiring members In Ihe entire House 
of Representnlivett. 

"You know the evolutionists are 
always talking about Where we came 
from the preachers about where we 
are going. I am not concerned tonight 
with either one or these questtonet— 

I am Perfectly content with my pres¬ 
ent surroundings. I had heard of Bos¬ 
ton nnd of Massachusetts hospitality 
before but I never hnd the fnlntest 
conception of wlmt it really meant. 
As soon ns 1 landed here this morn¬ 
ing. the^ proposition was, ’won't you 
have something to eat?' (Prolonged 
laughter.! And at divers nnd sundry 
times from thai lime until the pres¬ 
ent thnt invitation has been repented. 
Henry Watterson said a few years 
ngo that you couldn’t tell a banquet 
In Boston from a banquet In Georgia— 
after ten o’clock. (Laughter.) I don’t 
know why there was any stipulation 
as to time at nil.” 

Mr WEEKS "Georgia Is dry.” 

Mr. BEALL: "Yes. Georgia has 
gone dry. The sentiment here seems 

10 be. 'Eat, and be merry.’ (Great 
laughter.) 

"The toastmaster suggested lo me.” 
said Mr. Beall, "that I talk to you 
about Texas—not the wild and woolly 
Texas of the long ngo. but the up-to- 
date. the energetic, the enterprising, 
the intelligent, the patriotic, the lib¬ 
erty-loving Texas as It exists today. 
When l was introduced at the Nor¬ 
folk Club this afternoon they said 
they expected a man with horns nml 
six-shooters nnd liowle knives. There 
may have been a time when Texas In¬ 
dulged in recreation of that kind but 
that lime is past." 

Dropping inio statistics. Mr Beall 
gave figures showing the comparative 
size of Texas with other states and 
the great nations of the world, saying 
among others thnt it was 32 limes the 
size of Massachusetts, 220 times the 
size of Rhode Island nml 4'A times 
the size of England, and as large as 
the entire German Empire with 57,000 
square miles over. Its area being 265, 
000 square miles. Swinging it. around 
on the map as a pivot It would cover 
half of Lake Superior. Moving one 
corner of It up to Boston It would 
reach to Lake Superior and Michigan 
and would cover part of South Caro¬ 
lina. It has more railroad mileage 
than any other state In the Union and 
vast coal, oil and Iron supplies; it has 
more granite than New Hampshire, 
more marble than Vermont and It 
consumes more beans than Massachu¬ 
setts. God made the balance of the 
world first, and then gathered from 
every soil and every cl I mate the best 
of all its productions—from France, 
the sunny skies; from Switzerland, 
her lofty mountains: from Germany, 
her extensive forests, from all the 
regions of the earth the very best 
that had come from his hands, and 
moulded them into shape planted 
them where the waters of the Gulf 
would lave Its shores, then looked 
upon the work and said. "I christen 
| thee Texas." (Appause.) In 1910 we 
! will have 5,000.000 people in Texas; i 
it will he the third state of the Union 
in population. The stork ami the j 
American Eagle are the birds that 
are worshipped in Texas. 

• l was at a banquet this afternoon 
and I was the only Democrat there, 
and I haven’t seen any evidence of 
anybody of my political persuasion I 
here tonight. I wonder If there is | 
one here that in these surroundings j 
will say that he is a Democrat." 

Several voices promptly introduced 
"Bill" Follett as Ihe sole representa- 
1 tlve of the parly. "And si ill they tell 
[me the parly is divided in Massachu¬ 
setts.” was Mr. Beall’s rejoinder. , 
"Brelhen should learn to dwell to 
get her in harmony, especially where 
there are so few of us. Bui lines of 
politicnl division, important as they 
are. sink into unimportance as com¬ 
pared with the higher responsibilities 
of American citizenship.” «Applause.) 

Continuing Mr. Beall s|»oke elo¬ 
quently of the prospects of Texas, 
its devotion to the principles laid 
down by the Pilgrim Fathers and its 
striving to emulate ihe virtues of the 
founders of this country. 

I realize to-night that i am in the 
heart of "Ynnkeedom." Like the 
Southerner of whom Adam Bede spoke 
1 was almost grown before I knew 
I that "Damn Yankee” was not just 
one word. I bring a message of 
friendship from one of the youngest 
and greatest to one of ihe oldest and 
most historic of the States of our 
. Union. Though fur removed from 
j you in local Ion upon the map. we are 
united with you in love of a common 
country. It Is our country as well as 
yours, li seems to me that we of the 
j South have better reason, if |K>ssible, 
j to love this country than you have. 1 
i Our fathers helped to purchase it with 
! their blood. Our fathers helped to 
! put upon the flag every star that 
glistens there, und then we know 
I more about the stripes. You have 
| America” and ihe "Star Spangled 
1 Banner” and so have we, and in ad- 
[ ditIon we have "Dixie" and the "Bon¬ 
nie Blue Flag" You have a flag, the 
Stars and Stripes; ll Is our flag. too. 
\Ve would not take from It a single 
star nor a single strip. In addition 
to ilint flag we have another that is 
furled and folded and laid to rest, 
yet upon which we can look and pour 
out our tears like the falling of April 
rain. You would not ask us to forget 

11 or the brave men who followed it. 
i Bm we can stand shoulder to shoulder 

with you today, looking upon that 
flag tintt floats over a reunited coun¬ 
try.

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CONGRESSIONAL DINNER

Texas challenget* Matts acini setts 
since again to the trial—not of strife 
and arms—but 10 the nobler struggles 
to decide which will do most in the 
coming year to make our Republic 
deserving of the blessings of man¬ 
kind and worthy of the approving 
smiles of the God of our Fathers. 

Mr. WEEKS: What did i tell 

you about those Texas Democrats? 
(Voices ‘They are all right.*) 

“The third and lust or our guests 
tonight, came partially unbidden. 
(Daughter) Yon will he surprised at. 
that, but he spoke to me about wish¬ 
ing he could do something for me. 
I couldn't understand exactly why tt. 
was and I couldn't think of anything 
which would please me more or please 
my friends more than to come up 
here. On the way up he let some¬ 
thing out which Indicated why he was 
so anxious to do something for me. 
My only brother Is a constituent of 
his and he admitted that he was very 
active in politics out there and had 
Congressional aspirations. I think 
that, will be sufficient to Indicate why 
he was anxious to come to Massachu¬ 
setts. t Laughter) He represents one 
of the greatest cities of this country, 
a city which Is to be. In my opinion 
the greatest port on the Pacific coast. 
It is a city of marvelous growth. He 
does not say and probably will not say 
during the address which he will 
make tonight anything about the 
growth of Seattle, but often in his 
conversation he speaks of It. On his 
journey to Boston he spoke of It four 
times and each time tt had grown 5, 
000. But I can say to you with all 
frankness that while Seattle is one of 
the greatest and one of the most en¬ 
terprising cities in this country, it I s 
fitly represented by the Congressman 
who Is with us tonight, and for that 
reason I take great pleasure In pre¬ 
senting the Hon. Wm. E. Humphrey 
of Seattle, Washington. (Applause 
and three cheers.) 

HON. WILLIAM E. HUMPHREY. 


I want lo explain one thing. It 
was advertised in the papers that I 
was to speak upon the subject “The 
Merchant Marine." If ever I come to 
Boston again the Bubjeet advertised 
will be different. That makes a noise 
too much like water. (Laughter) 

I want to express my thanks to my 
friend from Texas for what he has 
said. It struck a sympathetic chord, 
for out in Washington we are not dry. 

I am not going to argue the ques¬ 
tion of the needs of our merchant ma¬ 
rine, but 1 believe that if the Ameri¬ 
can people once realized the condition 
of it they will compel Congress to 
find some way to remedy it. Last 
year the foreign trade of this coun¬ 
try was over three billions of dollars, 
the largest ever done by any nation, 
tn the history of the world. The bal¬ 
ance of our trade in 1906 was over 
$ 600 , 000,000 the largest ever en¬ 
tered upon the balance sheet of any 
nation. But of that vast trade less 
than seven percent was carried in 
American ships, and today we can 
sail the circuit of the globe without 
seeing the Stars and Stripes except 
upon a private yacht or possibly a 
vessel of war. Our flag has disap¬ 
peared from many of the most im¬ 
portant ports of the world. I doubt 
if there has been an American flag 
upon a ship engaged in the deep sea 
trade within tue harbor of Philadel¬ 
phia within the last three years. In 
the second city upon the Pacific coast 
Portland. Oregon, there has not been 
an American flag seen in the last six 
years. Today, with all our vast trade 
and our great wealth, we have 160,000 
tons less shipping upon the ocean than 
we had 95 years ago. There Is only one 
port hi all the United States in which 
more tonnage is carried in American 
bottoms than In foreign bottoms, and 
(hat ia the port of Puget Sound. 

We have today many naval vessels 
which we cannot furnish with crews. 
We have three battleships today upon 
the Pacific Ocean and we are only 
able to furnish one of them with a 
crew. Within the last year the num¬ 
ber of American vessels upon the Pa- 
citlc Ocean has decreased from 15 to 
8. We have spent about forty mil¬ 
lion dollars generally in Improving 
our rivers and harbors. Last session 
we appropriated $ 811 , 000,000 for that 
purpose and it is mostly for the bene-, 
fit of foreign ships. We are going to . 
build the Panama Canal, how many 
millions It will cost no man knows, 
but if we remain in our present cou- 
dillon when it is finished, we will have 
no American vessels to use it. 

A short time ago we wanted to send 
out troops down lo Cuba. We had to 
employ foreign vessels to carry our 
soldiers. We have over at Samoa a 
naval station and a naval garrison, 
and since the defeat of the Subsidy 
Bill In Congress last year, we have 
been compelled to communicate with 
that station solely by foreign ships. 
We are compelled to send our diplo¬ 
matic correspondents and our ammu¬ 
nition and our soldiers by foreign ves¬ 
sels to that station. When the At¬ 
lantic fleet went round to the Pacific 
Ocean we were compelled to employ 
foreign vessels to carry our coal. To¬ 
day there are foreign shipping com¬ 
bines both upon the Atlantic und Pa¬ 
cific Ocean preying upon our com¬ 
merce. Upon the Pacific Ocean there 
is a combination known ns the “In¬ 
ternational Sailing Ship Union.“ it 
has raised freight rates upon the 1 u- 
ciilc within the last eighteen months 
more than 400 per cent. It has In¬ 
creased upon a ton of wheat troin 
Seattle to Liverpool from $1.25 to 
$5.62 a ton. Any ship in the combine 
can charge such prico ns It sees lit 
for carrying freight from Europe to 
this country, but any ship that 
charges less than the minimum fixed 
bv the combine for carrying treighl 
from the Pacific coast of America to 
Europe Is subjected to theheavy fine 
of live shillings upon the dead weigh 
carryiUK capacity of Hie vessel. On 
the Atlantic Const you hu\e 
Hum burg-American Line which 

h ols the freight rales bet ween his 
country uml Europe, Within the hm* 
few weeks these rates have been 
raised Between tills country ami 
South America there Is another com¬ 
bination which absolutely dictates 
freight rates. So absolutely do they 
control the situation that they can 
raise the freight rates daily If they 
desire. And they have controlled U 
to such an extent that recently Amer¬ 
ican vessels have returned from South 
America in ballast. Our ships have 
Just reached the Pacific Ocean and 


we upon the Coast will welcome them 
with enthusiasm. Wo are proud of 
the fact that our flag now floats over 
the greatest fleet of hatleshlps that 
was ever In the Pacific. But at the 
same time we cannot help but think, 
of what real use afier ail Ih that fleet, 
except for show and parade? Of what 
reul value would they be to us upon 
(he Pnciflc Coast If wo were to have 
war today?' They are compelled to 
employ foreign ships to carry their 
coal, If war Was declared those for¬ 
eign ships could not bo used and a 
battleship fleet without coal Is ns 
worthless as one without guns and 
ammunition. 

Mr. Denby has spoken to you about 
Japan. I am one man from the Pa¬ 
cific Coast thnt agrees with him. I 
do not believe that there Is any prob¬ 
ability of war with .Japan. I believe 
that “the common sense of most'* in 
both of these countries will prevent 
it. But if war should come 1 want 
my country to be prepared. I be¬ 
lieve in the doctrine of “The big 
stick”, as laid down by the President 
as he said tt and not as he Is quoted 
as saying It by the yellow journals. | 
He used that old proverb In which I 
believe, that “He who talks softly and 
carries a big stick will travel far." 

Now, In what condition are we upon 
the Pacific ('oast todny in case of 
war? If that contest should come as 
we have sometimes speculated upon 
—we know not what a day may bring 
forth—If that contest should come 
with Japan, Japan could place 250,000 
troops in the Philippines In two 
weeks. She could place 50,000 troops 
in Hawaii in three weeks. We could 
not. get ready 10,000 troops to embark 
from any point upon the Pacific Ocean 
within three weeks. 

Japan has 550 veasels today upon 
the Pacific Ocean suitable for trans¬ 
ports. The Unlled Slates could not 
get to exceed fifteen. Japan can carry 
200,000 troops today at one time; the 
United States cannot carry upon the 
Pacific Ocean over 15,000. Japan has 
over 500,000 men engaged in the deep 
sea fisheries of that country, and they 
are the best trained sailors of the 
world, and It is from these that she 
draws the crews for her battleships. 
Upon all the Pacific Ocean tonight 
there are not to exceed 700 American 
sailors, naturalized and native born. 
The United States today could not ev¬ 
en In the time of peace, using Ameri¬ 
can vessels as she would he compelled 
to do In time of war, taking no ac¬ 
count of the navy of the enemy, placo 
50,000 troops in the Philippines in a 
year. 

As a remedy for this situation Mr. 
Humphrey said that two courses 
were open: First, to supply the need 
at the government expense; and, sec¬ 
ondly. at private expense with govern¬ 
ment aid. Allowing for the extra ex¬ 
pense which the government must pay 
for equipping its own fleets, with 
cost of maintenance and Interest on 
capital invested it would mean an 
original outlay of $150,000,000 and a 
yearly cost of $40,000,000, whereas 
the same service could be provided by 
private enterprise at an expense to 
the government of $4,000,000 annual¬ 
ly. Not only that, but during the 
long period of peace these same ves¬ 
sels can be carrying our commerce 
and Increasing our markets. Why Is 
that true? Because private parlies 
can speculate upon the long period 
of peace and the short period of war; 
the government cannot, but during 
the long period of peace she must he 
prepared for the short period of war. 

If the bill now before Congress is 
passed it will give ub four great lines 
upon the Atlantic Ocean and four 
great, lines upon the Pacific Ocean, 
and It will give us 40 new vessels 
which will carry our flag into many 
ports where It has long since been 
forgotten. It will give employment 
to two hundred thousand men, it will 
give Investment to $80,000,000 capital, 
it will give us transports for our army 
and it will give us an auxiliary for 
our navy. It will give us crews for 
our battleships, it will make our flag 
more respected abroad and more re¬ 
vered at home. It will make us truly 
independent of every other nation 
and what will It cost? Not. to exceed 
$4,000,000 annually, half the price of 
a first-class battleship. 

Mr. Humphrey, continuing, pointed 
out that everything else in this coun¬ 
try had been subsidized except ship¬ 
ping, such as irrigation, rivers and 
harbors, which have been Improved 
for the use of foreign subsidized ships, 
large amounts for railway mail ser¬ 
vice and millions in the Department 
of Agriculture. “My experience in 
Congress", he said, “has taughi mo 
the difference between a wise expen j 
dilure of the public money and a •sub¬ 
sidy steal as defined by the votes and | 
the voice of those opposed to doing 
anything for American shipping. It 
is a wise expend It lire of the- public 
money if i get it; it is a subsidy steal 
if you gel it. 

“I believe that the American people 
are going to demand of Congress that 
they do something tor shipping and 
that that demand will come with such 
power that political expediency and 
selfishness cannot stand before it. 
Mv friend from Texas has spoken elo¬ 
quently of the flag. 1 believe that the 
\moricun people are going to demand 
hut Congress shall emici legislation 
.vhich shall once more make us su¬ 
preme upon ilie ocean ns we are to¬ 
day upon the land. I believe that they 
hi-., going to demand that we. place 
upon ilie statute hooks a law which 
will cause our Hag once more to 
shadow every sea. that will cause our 
hips to traverse all the highways of 
(he ocean. I cannot believe that they 
will he satisfied until we have placed 
upon our siuiute books a law that, 
will restore lho ancient prestige and 
I great ness of our American marine. 
They will never be satisfied until the 
Stars und Stripes, your flag and my 
•lag, shall once more lly upon all the 
circuit of the seas. 

"Your Hag and my flag. 

Ami how It tiles today 

Over your land ami my land 

And half a world nwuy. 

Rose-rod and blood-red. 

Its stripes forever stream, 

Snow-white and soul-while. 

The good forefathers' dreum

And I wish especial¬ 
ly to thank the gentleman from Mich¬ 
igan Tor the message of sympathy 
which he has brought to us relative 
lo the affliction which overhangs thin 
state, I know that you all feel as 
good citizens of this Commonwealth 
the greatest sympathy for the family 
of Governor Guild, and the hope that 
he. may soon be restored to health 
and have a long life of usefulness.
